AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, RE-ADOPTING THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LANSING. 
THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS 


SECTION 1. THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, AS AMENDED AND REPUBLISHED BY MUNICIPAL CODE 
CORPORATION THROUGH SUPPLEMENT 54, AND ALL GENERAL AND PERMANENT LEGISLATION OF THE CITY FROM THE DATE OF ENTRY 
THROUGH DECEMBER 31, 2020, EXCEPT ANY ORDINANCE REPEALED AS PROVIDED BY LAW, AS REVISED, CODIFIED, ARRANGED, 
NUMBERED, EDITED AND CONSOLIDATED INTO COMPONENT CODES, TITLES, CHAPTERS AND SECTIONS, ARE HEREBY APPROVED AND 
READOPTED AS THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF LANSING, MICHIGAN 2020, COMPLETE TO DECEMBER 31, 2020. 


SECTION 2. THE READOPTION OF CODIFIED ORDINANCES SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED TO AFFECT A RIGHT OR LIABILITY ACCRUED OR 
INCURRED UNDER ANY LEGISLATIVE PROVISION PRIOR TO THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF SUCH READOPTION, OR AN ACTION OR PROCEEDING 
FOR THE ENFORCEMENT OF SUCH RIGHT OR LIABILITY. SUCH READOPTION SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED TO RELIEVE ANY PERSON FROM 
PUNISHMENT FOR AN ACT COMMITTED IN VIOLATION OF ANY SUCH LEGISLATIVE PROVISION, NOR TO AFFECT AN INDICTMENT OR 
PROSECUTION THEREFOR. FOR SUCH PURPOSES, ANY SUCH LEGISLATIVE PROVISION SHALL CONTINUE IN FULL FORCE 
NOTWITHSTANDING ITS REPEAL FOR THE PURPOSE OF REVISION AND CODIFICATION 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the ordinance as a 
whole, or any part other than the part so declared to be invalid 


Section 4. All ordinance or parts of ordinances in conflict with any of the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed 


Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30" day after enactment unless given immediate effect by City Council and shall expire December 31, 
2030.

WHEREAS, Ernest Green, the oldest of the “Little Rock Nine”, his parents instilled in him confidence and self-respect that helped him become a leader 
among his peers and a civil rights advocate. Mr. Green graduated from Michigan State University with a B.A. in 1962, and an M.A. in 1964. Mr. Green has 
been on the boards of various organizations, such as the Winthrop Rockefeller Foundation, AfriCare and the African Development Foundation; and 


WHEREAS, Carlotta Lanier (Walls), the youngest of the nine at the age of 14. Ms. Walls attended Michigan State University before moving to Colorado 
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and graduating from Colorado State College (now the University of Northern Colorado). Ms. Lanier was named a “Woman of Distinction” by the Girl Scouts 
in 2000, and was inducted into the Colorado Women's Hall of Fame in 2004 and the National Women’s Hall of Fame in 2015; and 


WHEREAS, Terrance Roberts, a graduate of California State University of Los Angeles (BA), and UCLA (MSW) obtained his Ph.D. in Psychology from 
Souther Illinois University. Dr. Roberts has taught, written about, and consulted with a variety of groups, institutions, businesses and professional 
organizations on issues related to race and racism in American society; and 


WHEREAS, Minnijean Brown-Trickey, was expelled from Little Rock Central High School and went to live with Drs. Kennedy B. and Mamie Clark in New 
York and after graduating from New Lincoln School attended Southern Illinois University where she majored in journalism. Ms. Brown-Trickey became a 
public speaker, and has spoken in 49 states as well as several countries including Canada, England and South Africa; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council applauds the Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. Commission of Mid-Michigan for continued 
dedication and service to our youth and residents of the City of Lansing and wish them the best of luck on this uplifting celebration

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO AMEND CHAPTER 890 OF THE LANSING CODIFIED ORDINANCES BY AMENDING 
SECTION 890.01, TO REFORM GUIDELINES FOR POVERTY EXEMPTIONS FOR REAL PROPERTY AND TO INCLUDE INCOME AND ASSETS OF 
ALL OWNERS AS CRITERIA FOR ELIGIBILITY AND MODIFY THE PERCENTAGE OF RELIEF GRANTED DURING EACH YEAR OF EXEMPTION, 
CONSISTENT WITH STATE LAW. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 
Section 1. That Chapter 890, Section 890.01 of the Lansing Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing is hereby amended as follows: 


890.01. - Adoption 

Pursuant to MCL 211.7u, as amended, the City hereby adopts the following guidelines for the City Assessor and Board of Review to implement poverty 
exemptions for property that qualifies under MCL 211.7dd as a principal residence from taxation. The guidelines shall include, but not be limited to, the 
specific income and asset levels of the claimant and all persons residing in the household of the claimant including the contributions of other parties to 
support the claimant. THE INCOME AND ASSET LEVELS OF ALL OWNERS OF THE PROPERTY SHALL ALSO BE CONSIDERED. 

To be eligible for a poverty exemption from such taxation, a person shall meet all of the following on an annual basis 

(a) Be an owner of and occupy as a principal residence the property for which an exemption is requested; 

(b) File a claim with the City Assessor or Board of Review on a form provided by the City Assessor, accompanied by Federal and State income tax 
returns for all persons residing in the principal residence including the contributions of other parties to support the claimant AS WELL AS ANY OTHER 
OWNERS OF THE PROPERTY; 

(c) Produce a valid driver's license or other form of identification if requested; 

(d) Produce a deed, land contract or other evidence of ownership of the property for which an exemption is requested, if such proof of ownership is 
requested by the Assessor or Board of Review; 

(e) Meet the Federal poverty guidelines as updated annually in the Federal Register by the United States Department of Health and Human Services 
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under authority of Section 673 of Subtitle B of Title VI of the Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1981, Public Law 97-35, 42 U.S.C. 9902; 

(f) File a claim for exemption after January 1, but before the day prior to the last day of the DECEMBER Board of Review meeting; and 

(g) Have assets, not including horestead THE PRINCIPAL RESIDENCE, less than five times annual household income 
Any-telief-grantedis-a-reduction-over-and abave-+he maximum homestead property-tax-credit_granted-or which would-have-been-granted-hadthe 
claimant-applied-by.the-State-of Michigan RELIEF GRANTED THE FIRST YEAR OF EXEMPTION APPROVAL IS 100%. UNLESS THE APPLICANT 
HAS A FIXED INCOME AND IS OVER THE AGE OF 65 OR PERMANENTLY DISABLED; THE TAXABLE VALUE REDUCTION WILL BE 50% IN 
SUBSEQUENT YEARS 2 THROUGH 4; THE TAXABLE VALUE REDUCTION WILL BE 25% IN YEAR 5 AND THEREAFTER 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed in their entirety and shall be null and void and of no effect. 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the ordinance 
as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after enactment, unless given immediate effect by City Council, and shall expire on 
December 31, 2029.

WHEREAS, the issuance of a Development District Liquor License under Section 521a(1)(b) of the Act requires a proposed licensed premises to be 
located in one of the development districts or areas listed in MCL 436.1521a(1)(b); and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Public Act 120 of 1961 for Principal Shopping Districts, the Lansing City Council created the Lansing Principal Shopping District 
by Resolution in 1996 which is listed as a qualifying development district or area under MCL 436.1521 a(1)(b); and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing received a request from RBM PROPERTIES, LLC (“Applicant”) regarding its intention to apply to the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission for a new Class C Development District or Area Liquor License for its business located at 224 S. Washington Square, Lansing, Ml 
48933 (“Proposed Licensed Premises”) which is located within the Lansing Principal Shopping District; and 


WHEREAS, the Applicant has affirmed that the Proposed Licensed Premises meets the statutory requirements for a Development District or Area Liquor 
License under the Act including 1) that its business must be engaged in activities of dining, entertainment, or recreation, and 2) the licensed business must 
be open to the general public and have a seating capacity of not less than 25 persons; and 


WHEREAS, the Applicant will provide evidence with its application that it can document the expenditure to the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, of 
not less than $75,000.00 in the rehabilitation or restoration of the building that will house the licensed premises over a period of the preceding five (5) 
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years or a commitment for a capital investment of at least that amount in the building that houses the licensed premises, which must be expended before 
the issuance of the license, as required by the Act; and

Employees hired into this group on or after February 1, 2022 are not eligble for retiree healthcare benefits, unless the employee comes within 
the “Exception” below 


EXCEPTION: An employee who directly vansfers into this group without any break in City service from another City union or group in 
which the employee had met the eligibility requirements for retiree healthcare benefits prior to the transfer, shall retain retiree 
healthcare benefits to which the employee was entitled to receive in the prior union or group and will not receive the health savings 
account benefit described below. 


HEALTHCARE SAVINGS ACCOUNT: All employees in this group who are not included in the “Exception” will receive a defined 
contribution healthcare savings account (HSA) funded by the City at the rate equal to 4% of the employee's base wages per year 
retroactive for all full-time actual City service; provided, however, the employee shall not be entitled to receive the HAS benefit upon 
separation from City employment unless the employee has completed three (3) continuous years of full-time actual City service. 


OPTION: A group “Exception” employee will have the option to voluntarily make a one-time irrevocable written election when made 
at least 30 days before separating from group employment to waive any and all entitlement to retirement healthcare coverage for the 
employee and, if applicable, any eligible spouse and/or dependents, and elect instead to receive a defined contribution healthcare 
savings vehicle benefit funded by the City at the rate equal to 4% of the employee's prior continuous base wages paid each year, 
retroactive for all full-time actual City service._The employee shall not be entitled to receive the benefit or any account balance upon 
separation from City employment under the plan unless the employee has completed three (3) continuous years of full-time actual 
City service

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS. 


Section 1. That Chapter 1218, Section .01 through .99, of the Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and are hereby amended 
to read as follows:

After at least five days after the date of the Notice of Violation, or the time specified in the Notice of Violation, if it is the City Engineer's opinion that the 
condition of the land may result in or contribute to soil erosion or sedimentation of adjacent properties or the waters of the State, and if the required soil 
erosion and sedimentation control measures are not in place, the City Engineer, or his or her designee, may enter the site and construct, implement and 
maintain soil erosion and sedimentation control measures in order to bring the site within compliance of the Notice of Violation. If the cost for bringing the 
site into compliance, including the work, materials, labor, and administration, exceeds $10,000.00, the City Engineer shall in the Notice of Violation inform 
the person who owns the land that an expenditure of more than $10,000.00 may be made. If more than $10,000.00 is to be expended, work shall not begin 
until at least ten days after the Notice of Violation has been served. 

All expenses incurred by the City, including administrative costs, to construct, implement and maintain soil erosion and sedimentation control measures to 
bring the site into conformance with the Notice of Violation shall be reimbursed to the City by the land owner. 

The City shall have a lien on the land for the expenses incurred to bring the site into conformance with the Notice of Violation. With respect to single-family 
or multi-family residential property, the lien for such expenses shall have priority over all liens and encumbrances filed or recorded after the date of such 
expenditure. With respect to all other property, the lien for such expenses shall be collected and treated in the same manner as provided for property tax 
liens under the general property tax act, MCL 211.1, et seq 

1218.11. - Permit applications; review 

The land owner or designated agent, proposing to undertake earth changes shall submit to the City Engineer an State.preseribed application for a SESC 
permit. A separate application shall be required for each SESC permit. 

The City Engineer shall approve, disapprove or require modification of the application for a SESC permit within 30 calendar days following receipt of the 
application. THE PLAN SHALL BE REVIEWED BY A PERSON WITH APPROPRIATE TRAINING AND CERTIFICATES 

Upon a determination that a permit applicant has met all the requirements of this chapter, the City Engineer shall issue a SESC permit for the proposed 
earth changes. The SESC permit shall be posted at the work site and a copy of the approved soil erosion and sedimentation control plan shall be available 
at the work site for inspection. Notification of approval shall be made in writing, in person or by first class mail. If the application is disapproved, the City 
Engineer shall advise the applicant in writing, in person, or by certified mail of the reasons for disapproval and conditions required for approval. A SESC 
permit given to the applicant either in person or by first class mail shall constitute approval 

1218.12. - Conditions for nonissuance of SESC permits 

A SESC permit required by this chapter shall not be issued where: 

(a) The work, as proposed by the applicant, will damage any public or private property, interfere with any existing drainage course in such a 
manner as to cause damage to any adjacent property or result in the deposition of debris or sediment on any public way or into any waters of 
the State, or create an unreasonable hazard to persons or property. 

(b) The land area for which the project is proposed is subject to geological hazard to the extent that no reasonable amount of corrective work can 
eliminate or sufficiently reduce settlement, slope instability or any other such hazard to persons or property. 

(c) _ The applicant has not met the bond, cash, certified check or instrument of credit deposit requirements of Section 1218.08 

1218.13. - Fees. 

At the time of filing an application for a SESC permit required by this chapter, a nonrefundable filing fee, as determined by resolution of Council, shall be 
paid to the City Engineer. An-Additional nonrefundable feeS perace-ofsite.area invelNved.(rounded.uptothenearest-acre), as determined by resolution 
of Council, shall be charged for plan and site inspections, with-e-minimum-fee-tor-such-review-and-inspection-as-determined-by resolution of Council 
1218.14. - Modification of approved plans. 

All modifications of approved soil erosion and sedimentation control plans must be submitted to and approved by the City Engineer. All necessary sustaining 
reports shall be submitted with any proposal to modify such approved plans. No earth changes in connection with any proposed modification shall be 
undertaken without the approval of the City Engineer. Additional fees may be required, as provided in Section 1218.13. 

1218.15. - Responsibilities of permittee. 

During any earth change operation, the Land owner to whom a valid SESC permit has been issued shall be responsible for: 

(a) The prevention of damage to any public utilities or services within the limits of earth changes and along any routes of travel by the equipment 
utilized in site operations; 

(b) The prevention of damage to adjacent property, including not performing earth changes on the site so close to the property line as to endanger 
any adjoining public street, sidewalk, alley or public or private property without supporting and protecting such property from settling, cracking 
or other damage which might result; 

(c) The carrying out of the proposed work in accordance with the approved plan and in compliance with all the requirement of the SESC permit 
and this chapter; 

(d) The prompt removal of all soil, miscellaneous debris or other materials applied, dumped or otherwise deposited on public streets, highways, 
sidewalks or other thoroughfares during transit to and from the construction site where such spillage constitutes a public nuisance or hazard; 

(e) The removal of sediment insofar as possible from any runoff water before it leaves the permitted site; 

(f) The design and installation of permanent or temporary control measures for the conveyance of water around, through or from the earth change 
area to limit the flow of water to a nonerosive velocity; 

(g) The design, construction and completion of an earth change in a manner that limits the exposed area of any disturbed land for the shortest 
possible period of time as determined by the City Engineer; and 

(h) The installation of temporary soil erosion and sedimentation control measures before or upon commencement of earth change activity and 
the maintenance of these measures on a daily basis. The removal of temporary soil erosion and sediment control measures after permanent 
soil erosion and sediment control measures have been implemented and the area stabilized. 

1218.16. - Permanent and temporary soil erosion and sediment control measures 
A PERSON WHO OWNS LAND ON WHICH AN EARTH CHANGE HAS BEEN MADE THAT MAY RESULT IN OR CONTRIBUTE SOIL EROSION 
OR SEDIMENTATION OF THE WATERS OF THE STATE, WHETHER OR NOT A SESC PERMIT WAS REQUIRED, SHALL IMPLEMENT AND 
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MAINTAIN SOIL EROSION AND SEDIMENTATION CONTROL MEASURES THAT WILL EFFECTIVELY REDUCE SOIL EROSION OR 
SEDIMENTATION FROM THE LAND ON WHICH THE EARTH CHANGE HAS BEEN MADE. 
Permanent soil erosion control measures required by this chapter for all slopes, channels, ditches or disturbed land areas shall be completed within five 
calendar days after final grading or earth changes has been completed. When it is not possible to permanently stabilize a disturbed area after such activity 
has been completed, or where significant earth change activity ceases, temporary soil erosion control measures required under this chapter shall be 
maintained until permanent soil erosion control measures are in place and the area is stabilized. If significant earth change activities have ceased for more 
than 30 days, the City Engineer may issue a notice of violation, or complete the work pursuant to Section 1218.10, for the installation of permanent soil 
erosion control 

1218.17. - Maintenance requirements 

All persons carrying out soil erosion and sediment control measures under this chapter shall have a program for the continued maintenance of all soil 

erosion and sediment control measures that remain after project completion. Any conveyance of the land on which the permanent soil erosion control 

measures are located shall provide for maintenance responsibilities. If the conveyance fails to so provide, the subsequent land owner shall be responsible 
for maintenance responsibilities 

1218.18. - Plans and specifications. 

All plans and specifications required by this chapter, including the extension of previously approved plans, shall include provisions for soil erosion and 

sediment control in accordance with the standards and specifications of all the following 

(a) The product manufacturer 
(b) The local conservation district 
(c) The Michigan Department of Environmental Quality or its successor. 
(d) The Michigan Department of Transportation or its successor. 
(e) The Michigan Department of Agriculture or its successor. 
The City. 

If a conflict exists between the standard and specifications, the City Engineer shall determine which specifications are appropriate for the project. 

1218.19. — Exeeptions-EXEMPTIONS from getting SESC permits 

(a) No seiteresier sedimentation control permit shall be required for: 

(1) The industry generally referred to as logging, except access roads and ancillary activities; 

(2) _ The industry generally referred to as mining, not including the removal of clay, gravel, sand, peat or topsoil. The exception from obtaining a 
SESC permit does not include access roads and ancillary activities; 

(3) The plowing or tilling of land for the purpose of crop production or the harvesting of crops; 

(4) Normal road and driveway maintenance, such as grading and leveling that does not increase the width or length of the road or driveway and 
will not contribute sediment to lakes or streams; 

(5) Earth changes of a minor nature that is stabilized within 24 hours of the initial earth disturbance and that will not contribute sediment to lakes 
or streams; 

(6) Installation of oil, gas or mineral wells under permit from the Supervisor of Wells if the owner/operator is found by the Supervisor of Wells to 
be in compliance with MCL 324.9101, et seq., as amended; or 

(7) Aproject carried out by the authorized public agency designated pursuant to MCL 324.9101, et seq., as amended 

(8) Any additional exemptions listed in 9115 or 9115a of Part 91 

(b) The exemptions provided in this section shall not be construed as exemptions from the enforcement procedures specified in MCL 324.9101, et 
seq., as amended, the rules pertaining to soil erosion and sedimentation control pursuant to MCL 324.9104 and MCL 324.9114 promulgated by the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality, the Michigan Department of Agriculture, or this chapter, if such exempted activities cause or result 
in a violation of MCL 324.9101, et seq., as amended 

(c)  Awaiver to the SESC permit may be granted at the City Engineer's discretion for an earth change after receiving a signed affidavit from the land 
owner stating that the earth change will disturb less than 225 square feet and that the earth change will not contribute sediment to lakes and 
streams. 

(d) Notwithstanding the exceptions EXEMPTIONS of this section, a person who owns land on which an earth change has been made that may result 
in or contribute soil eresien-ersedimentation of the waters of the State, whether or not a SESC permit was required, shall implement and maintain 
soil erosion and sedimentation control measures that will effectively reduce soil erosion or sedimentation from the land on which the earth change 
has been made 

1218.20. - Inspections

RonhazardousAature-ofthe work as.it pertains to soil eresion-and sedimentation. 

THE CITY ENGINEER SHALL INSPECT THE WORK PURSUANT TO THIS CHAPTER AND SHALL REQUIRE ADEQUATE INSPECTION TO ASSURE 
THE MINIMIZATION OF SOIL EROSION AND OFF-SITE SEDIMENTATION. SESC INSPECTORS SHALL HAVE THE APPROPRIATE SESC TRAINING 
AND CERTIFICATES PER MCL 324.9123. PER MCL 324.9113, THE CITY ENGINEER MAY ENTER UPON ANY PRIVATE OR PUBLIC PROPERTY 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF INSPECTING AND INVESTIGATING CONDITIONS OR PRACTICES THAT MAY BE IN VIOLATION OF THIS PART. 
HOWEVER, AN INVESTIGATION OR INSPECTION UNDER THIS SUBSECTION SHALL COMPLY WITH THE UNITED STATES CONSTITUTION AND

1218.21. - Certification of completion 

Upon STABILIZATION OF THE SITE AND THE satisfactory execution of all approved soil erosion and sedimentation control plans, and upon ascertaining 
that the applicant has complied with this chapter, MCL 324.9101, et seq., as amended, and the promulgated rules governing soil erosion and sedimentation 
control, the City Engineer shall CLOSE THE SESC PERMIT AND issue a certification of completion. 

1218.22. - Cease and desist orders; revocation of SESC permits; legal remedies. 

Upon making a finding that there is a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter, MCL 324.9101, et seq., as amended, the promulgated rules pertaining 
to soil erosion and sedimentation control, the terms of a SESC permit issued hereunder, or the soil erosion and sedimentation control plan approved 
herein, the City Engineer shall MAY issue a cease and desist order and sali MAY revoke the SESC permit issued under this chapter. All violations of this 
chapter ISSUED BY THE CITY ENGINEER shall be reported bythe.City Engineer to the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality or its successor.

WHEREAS, César Chavez was born on March 31, 1927, in the North Gila River Valley in Arizona, on the small family farm his grandfather homesteaded. 
César Chavez's father lost the farm during the Great Depression, forcing the family to join some 30,000 farmworkers who followed the crops throughout 
California and lived in tents and makeshift housing that often lacked a bathroom, electricity, or running water. He was 10 years old when he began working in 
the fields and was forced to leave school after the 8th grade to help support his family; and 


WHEREAS, César Chavez became an organizer for the Community Service Organization (CSO), a barrio based group, where he coordinated voter registration 
drives, fought racial and economic discrimination, organized new CSO chapters across California and Arizona, and rose to become the CSO's national director 
from 1958 to 1962. After leaving the CSO, Chavez co-founded the United Farm Workers (UFW) and, under his leadership, the UFW organized strikes and 
boycotts to protest for, and later win, higher wages for those farm workers in the grape and vegetable industries. The UFW was instrumental in the passage 
of the Agricultural Labor Relations Act, which became the first law governing farm labor in the continental United States; and 


WHEREAS, for more than three decades, César Chavez led the first successful farm workers union in American history, achieving dignity, respect, fair wages, 
medical coverage, and pension benefits. His motto in life "Si se puede” (It can be done) embodies the uncommon and invaluable legacy he left for the world’s 
benefit; and 


WHEREAS, March 31 is now Cesar Chavez Day in the United States, a national holiday honoring the life and memory of this great labor leader, role model 
and hero of our United States of America; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing for Cesar E. Chavez Committee is a grass roots nonprofit organization dedicated to preserving the legacy of the great labor leader 
and humanitarian who represents the American ideal of equality, tolerance and justice. This committee has pledged to be his voice and advocate for such 
causes in preserving the legacy of Cesar E. Chavez through education, commemoration, service, and self-determination

WHEREAS, this four-story building is designed as a flexible space to accommodate a variety of performances, from largescale music concerts to 
independent films to networking events. The facility will also house live-work spaces for artists-in-residence, retail space, a film and video equipment library 
managed by the Lansing Public Media Center, classrooms available to school groups, and community rooms available for public use; and 
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WHEREAS, support for this shovel-ready project is broad and robust and enjoys support from community organizations such as The Arts Council of

The Diversity, Equity, and Inclusion Advisory Board is hereby established in and for the City in accordance with the City Charter, Article 5, 
Chapter 1. The appointment of Board Members shall be in accordance with Section 5-103 of the City Charter. Vacancies shall be filled for the 
remainder of the unexpired term. All Board Members shall serve without compensation. 

256.02 — Powers and Duties. 

The Diversity, Equity & Inclusion Advisory Board shall: 

(a) Fulfill all advisory board functions set forth in section 5-106 of the City Charter; 

(b) Review newy introduced City ordinances and City ordinance amendments that are referred to them by City Council, prior to 
consideration for passage, for potential negative effects that may disproportionately impact citizens on the basis of race, color, religion, national 
origin, age, height, weight, marital status, political orientation, gender, sexual orientation, arrest record, disability, or for any cause not 
reasonably related to the accomplishment of legitimate governmental purpose; 
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(c) Cooperate with Diversity, Equity, and Inclusion Staff and external partners to advance community-wide goals of creating a community 
that celebrates diversity, building relationships among members and leaders of the Lansing community, schools, and the faith-based 
community to support the vision, mission, and goals of the Racial Justice and Equity Plan;

WHEREAS, the City of Lansing is committed to enhancing the quality of life for its residents using all avenues that become available; and 


WHEREAS, the office of Congresswoman Elissa Slotkin is accepting applications for Community Funded Projects through the federal government 
appropriations process; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has submitted five applications for funding through this program; and 


WHEREAS, they are, The Ovation Music and Arts Center, Downtown Lansing Infrastructure Enhancements, Footing Drain Disconnect Program, a splash 
pad to be located in one of our parks, and updated and modern EMS equipment for our ambulances and to be placed across the city; and 


WHEREAS, the Ovation Music and Arts Center is a concert venue and space for residents and visitors alike to enjoy and create art in Downtown Lansing; 
and 


WHEREAS, this four-story building is designed as a flexible space to accommodate a variety of performances, from largescale music concerts to 
independent films to networking events. The facility will also house live-work spaces for artists-in-residence, retail space, a film and video equipment library 
managed by the Lansing Public Media Center, classrooms available to school groups, and community rooms available for public use; and 


WHEREAS, support for this shovel-ready project is broad and robust and enjoys support from community organizations such as The Arts Council of 
Greater Lansing, Mayor's Arts and Culture Commission, Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce, Greater Lansing Convention & Visitor's Bureau, The 
Lansing Promise, Wharton Center for Performing Arts, Lansing Community College, and many more; and 


WHEREAS, though their investment of $2 million towards construction costs, the State of Michigan recognizes the significant economic impact this facility 
will have in the downtown area; and 


WHEREAS, conservative estimates show that the construction project will generate an estimated $17.5 million in local economic activity, creating 209 
total full-time equivalent jobs. It is estimated that ongoing operations and audience spending will generate $12.5 million in local economic activity creating 
159 total full-time equivalent jobs; and 
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WHEREAS, the Lansing City Council fully supports the administration's application for funding for this project and views the construction of this facility as 
a transformational project for our downtown; and 


WHEREAS, with Downtown Lansing serving as the hub for the state's legislative body of government and our Capital City, we should ensure that this

WHEREAS, we must work to shift our priorities to a downtown that meets the needs of those who live in our community 24/7, creating an attractive,

WHEREAS, the installation of up-lighting along the sidewalks and trees of Washington Sq. will add much needed light to the streets of downtown. As we 
shift to a 24/7 business model we must provide safe walkways, clear pathways, and additional ambiance to attract visitors, residents, and customers; and 


WHEREAS, converting the historic kiosks from outdated signage sites to more usable outdoor seating spaces is a sustainable way to provide outdoor 
seating and solar charging stations to the district. While the unused kiosks are part of the historic landscape of downtown Lansing, this conversion will 
Tepurpose them to provide accessible phone charging and comfortable seating to encourage residents and visitors to linger downtown, frequent the 
businesses and enjoy the neighborhood; and

SECTIONS 1300.07, 1300.10, AND 1300.11 TO UPDATE THE ORDINANCE TO REFLECT CHANGES IN LAWS AND RULES AND THE RECENTLY 
ADOPTED FORM-BASED ZONING CODE 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 1300, Sections 1300.07, 1300.10 and 1300.11, of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be and is 


hereby amended to read as follows 


1300.07. License renewal application

Application for a license renewal required by this chapter shall be made in writing to the City Clerk at least 28 days prior to the expiration of an 
existing license 
An application for a license renewal required by this chapter shall be made under oath on forms provided by the City, and shall contain all of the 
information required by Section 1300.04(b) 
An application for a license renewal shall be accompanied by a renewal fee in an amount of $5,000.00. The renewal fee is established to defray the 
costs of the administration and enforcement of this chapter expended by the City Clerk's Office, Police Department, City Attorney's Office, Treasury, 
Building Safety office, Zoning Administrator, and other relevant City departments 
Upon receipt of a completed application for a license renewal meeting the requirements of this chapter and the license renewal fee, the City Clerk 
shall refer a copy of the renewal application to each of the following for their approval: The City Attorney's Office, the Building Safety Office, the 
Police Department, the Zoning Administrator, and the City Treasurer. 
No application for a license renewal shall be approved unless 
(1) The Building Safety Office has inspected the proposed location and/or approved proposed site plans for compliance with all laws for 
which they are charged with enforcement within the past calendar year. 
(2) The Zoning Administrator has confirmed that the location complies with the Zoning Code and this chapter. 
(3) The City Treasurer has confirmed that the applicant and each stakeholder of the applicant and the location of the marihuana operation 
are not currently in default to the City, including but not limited to property taxes 
(4) The Police Department has reviewed the criminal history background checks for each applicant, stakeholder, and employee, as provided 
by the applicant 
(5) The City Attorney's Office has reviewed and approved as to form the insurance and either the surety bond or escrow account 
documentation for compliance with State and local laws. 
(6) The applicant possesses the necessary State licenses or approvals. 
(7) The applicant has operated the marihuana operation in accordance with the conditions and requirements of this chapter as well as 
Federal and State laws and regulations 
(8) The marihuana operation has not been declared a public nuisance. 
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(f) If written approval is given by each individual, department, or entity identified in subsection (e), the City Clerk confirms compliance with subsection 
(b) and receipt of the renewal fee, the City Clerk shall issue a license renewal to the applicant. The renewal shall be deemed approved if the City 
has not issued formal notice of denial within 60 days of the filing date of the application, unless the applicant is advised of non-compliance under 
Section 1300.07(e) during such period 

(9) IF AN APPLICANT RECEIVES CONDITIONAL APPROVAL TO RECEIVE A LICENSE BUT FAILS TO OBTAIN THAT LICENSE WITHIN 24 
MONTHS FROM THE DATE OF CONDITIONAL APPROVAL, THE CITY CLERK MAY REVOKE THE CONDITIONAL APPROVAL AND DENY 
LICENSURE. CONDITIONAL APPROVAL IS NOT A LICENSE AND IN NO WAY PERMITS GROWING, PROCESSING, TESTING, TRANSPORT, 
OR SALE OF MARIHUANA OR MARIHUANA PRODUCT. 

1300.10. Location, buffering, dispersion, and zoning requirements for Medical Marihuana Provisioning Centers and Marihuana Retailers. 

(a) No Medical Marihuana Provisioning Center or Marihuana Retailer shall be located within: 

(1) One thousand feet, of an operational school, including pre-kindergarten that is located within a school; or 

(2) Five hundred feet, of the following buffered uses: Public parks; a commercial child care organization (non-home occupation) that is 
required to be licensed or registered with the Michigan Department of Health and Human Services, or its successor agency; a church; 
a facility at which substance use disorder prevention services or substance use disorder treatment and rehabilitation services and those 
terms are defined in the Mental Health Code, PA 258 of 1974, MCL 330.1001 et seq. or another Medical Marihuana Provisioning Center 
or Marihuana Retailer. 

(b) Medical Marihuana Provisioning Centers and Marihuana Retailers shall be limitedto S-C (SUBURBAN CORRIDOR), MX-C (MIXED USE URBAN 
CORRIDOR), MX-2 (MIXED USE COMMUNITY CENTER), MX-3 (MIXED USE DISTRICT CENTER), IND-1 (SUBURBAN INDUSTRIAL), IND-2 
(GENERAL INDUSTRIAL), IND-3 (URBAN INDUSTRIAL), AND DT-2 (URBAN FLEX) F-and F4-Commercial-G2-WholesaleH-Light Jadustrial-and 
dHeauyJndustrial-as such districts are described and designated as provided in the Zoning Code provisions of this Code 

(c) No Medical Marihuana Provisioning Center or Marihuana Retailer shall be located within another business except as permitted by the Marijuana 
Regulatory Agency. 

(d) _ Forthe purpose of calculating the buffering and dispersion requirements of this section, the distance shall be measured along the center line of the 
street or streets of address between two fixed points on the center line determined by projecting straight lines, at right angles to the center line, fram 
the part of the buffered use nearest to the contemplated location of the marihuana operation and from the part of the contemplated location nearest 
to the buffered use. The distances from the marihuana operation to the point on the centerline and from the buffered use to the point on the centerline 
shall be included in the calculation. For Medical Marihuana Provisioning Centers and Marihuana Retailers located within a commercial strip mall or 
retail center, the measurement shall be from the property line of the Medical Marihuana Provisioning Center and Marihuana Retailer to the property 
line of a buffered use.

Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances inconsistent with these provisions are repealed. 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the ordinance 
as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. All applications for marihuana operations licenses submitted under the former Zoning Code and still pending at the time of enactment 
of this Amendment will proceed under the former Zoning Code. Alll licenses located outside of the new zoning designations shall be considered a preexisting 
nonconforming use 


Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30” day after enactment by City Council and pursuant to Section 3-307 of the City Charter, 
this Chapter shall expire December 31, 2029.

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the following polices are hereby established for the 2022/2023 fiscal year: 

FY 2022/2023 Budget Policies 

In accordance with the State Uniform Budget and Accounting Act (Public Act 2 of 1968), the City of Lansing’s annual appropriations, as set forth in the 
annual budget resolution, shall be made in accordance with Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP) and shall apply to all funds except internal 
service funds, debt service funds, permanent funds, and trust and agency funds. 

The City’s fiscal year is July 1 through June 30. In accordance with the City Charter, on or before the fourth Monday in March, the Mayor submits to the 
City Council a proposed operating budget for the fiscal year commencing the following July 1. No later than the third Monday in May, the Council adopts 
the budget and sets the property tax rates for the ensuing fiscal year. 

Appropriations are set forth in the annual budget resolution. Authority to transfer between appropriations is dictated by City Charter; however, additional 
administrative budget transfer authority is granted for the following instances. The Administration is requested to submit to Council quarterly reports of 
such transfers 

Wastewater Funds - the transfer residual State Revolving Fund (SRF) loan and/or bond proceeds between projects and project segments 

Flood Control - the transfer of funds for flood control and/or storm sewer purposes to address flooding or unanticipated storm sewer maintenance needs 


Major and Local Street (Act 51) Funding - Transfer authority is not limited by departmental allocation, and administrative authority is included for 
appropriation of MDOT special authorization funding 
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Parking System — the transfer of capital project accounts from operating accounts is permitted to meet bid or unforeseen capital needs 
Debt Service Funds — the transfer of residual balances between general obligation bond debt service accounts 


Vacancy Factor/funded and unfilled Positions - The budget includes an attrition vacancy allowance in each department's budget. The Administration is 
requested to provide Council on a quarterly basis, thereafter, a list of vacant positions by department. The Administration is also requested to provide, on 
a quarterly basis, a detailed list by Department of all positions by title, FTE, wages and fringes, and impact on programs and/or services which are included 
within this allowance. The personnel wages and fringes associated with all positions identified above, and any such position vacated, thereafter, shall be 
placed in a budget control account, and will require City Council approval for expenditure 


Any residual funds in the salary line item, that would create a new position after Council has approved this budget, Council requests being notified of 
changes in positions within sixty (60) days of action. This budget is being approved based on the number of employees provided by the Administration at 
the time of adoption 


In addition, administrative authority is granted for the transfer of wage and fringe benefit reserves to departmental budgets upon settlement of a collective 
bargaining agreement. 


Carryforwards 
Authority is granted to reappropriate available capital project balances as of June 30, 2022 into the FY 2022/2023 budget. All non-capital balances require 
City Council approval to carryforward, except for encumbered (purchase order) obligations less than $5,000 and not more than 8 months old 


Human Services and Community Supported Agencies Funding 
The plan for funding Agencies submitted to Council designate particular Agencies. If any agency does not apply for or use their funding, all funds will 
remain in their respective account(s) for additional appropriation and approval by Council for Human Services and Community Supported Agencies use 
pursuant to the Charter transfer authority. The Administration/Human Relations Community Services Department is requested to submit to Council a 
quarterly report on the status of the Human Services and Community Supported Agencies’ funding. This report should include the accounting level detail 
appropriation; amount spent, balance, and a notation as to whether the balance of funds is expected to be spent by the end of the Fiscal Year: if not, why. 


General Fund Reserve Policy 
The City's General Fund reserves consist of the General Fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund. Use of and contributions to the Budget 
Stabilization Fund are dictated by Ordinance section 218.05. 


The targeted unrestricted balance for the combination of the General Fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund is a minimum of 12% of General 
Fund expenditures anda maximum of 15% of General Fund expenditures. Except when projected revenues (excluding transfers) are projected to decrease 
more than 0% in a given year, if events necessitate that the combined balances drop below 12% of General Fund expenditures, annual appropriations of 
a minimum of $500,000 will be made until the 12% target is reached. In the event that combined reserves are projected to exceed 15% of General Fund 
expenditures, the excess amount will be used to supplement pension and/or retiree healthcare prefunding, 


Debt Management 
Appropriations are made to adequately fund annual debt service obligations. Adherence will be made to required debt service reserves, where applicable, 
as well as to the provision of annual disclosures as required by outstanding bond obligations 


Investment Policy 
Management of cash investments is governed by the City’s investment policy and in accordance to State statute, with the objective being the maximization 
of return on the City’s governmental funds through pooling of funds where appropriate and permitted, monitoring of interest rates and fee structures 
Investments of the Employee Retirement System, the Police and Fire Retirement System, and the VEBA, are governed those respective boards and 
dictated by their respective investment policies 


Strategic Planning and Budget Development 
In working toward the goal of the incorporation of strategic planning into the budget process, this next year, Administration is encouraged to work towards 
developing a multi-year budgeting process. This process should align the City's master plan, strategic goals, and performance metrics to short-term and 
long-term budget priority-setting by Council in accordance with Financial Health Team recommendations. 


Civil Actions, Claims, and Damages 
Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against the Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit employee, a Lansing 
retirement board trustee, or a member of a City advisory board established by the City Charter or ordinance (collectively in this provision ‘the Employee 
or Officer’) for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee or Officer within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or her 
employment with the City or while performing his or her duties on behalf of the retirement board or advisory board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish 
the services of an attorney to advise the Employee or Officer as to the claim and to appear for and represent the Employees or Officers in the action. If 
the City Attorney does not provide the attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made by the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. 
The City may compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the commencement of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for damages caused by 
the act or acts of the Employee or Officer covered under this provision is awarded against the Employee or Officer as the result of a civil action, the City 
will, to the extent not covered by insurance, indemnify the Employee or Officer or will pay, settle, or compromise the judgment. The City’s obligations under 
this provision, however, is contingent upon the Employee or Officer giving prompt notice of the commencement of the action and upon the Employee or 
Officer cooperating in the preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The terms “scope of authority’ “course of employment” and “performing 
duties” under this provision do not include any act or acts of Employee or Officer of (i) fraud, (ii) dishonesty, (iii) willful, intentional, or deliberate violation 
of the law or breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal act, or (v) traffic violation; nor does this provision abrogate or diminish governmental immunity of the 
City or the Employee or Officer. This provision does not apply to the Lansing Housing Commission nor the Board of Water and Light employees or 
board/commission er members. 
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Grants 

In order to receive timely Council consideration of the approval of any grant award, every application for any grant requiring legislative approval shall be 
submitted to Council, and, upon notification of the award of such a grant, the acceptance shall be submitted to Council. Once accepted administrative 
authority is granted to create necessary accounts and transfers in accordance with the requirements of the grantor. Any grant that can be applied for 
administratively should be submitted for Council review within 10 days of the application. 

Transparency and Accountability in Government 

Council will review, and when necessary, pass policies, procedures and ordinances to achieve improved transparency and accountability with respect to 
economic incentives, outsourcing of service and contracting within City government. 


Annual reporting of the metrics for the 311 Call Center; number of calls, number of calls referred to departments; number of calls not referred but assisted 
by the 311 Call Center. 


Non-Motorized Vehicle Safety 

Public Service is encouraged to develop a strategy and program to protect bike lanes at busy intersections to increase rider safety and educate motorists 
‘on proper interaction with bike lanes at intersections. If possible, the barriers should be removable to facilitate street sweeping and snow plowing 
Environmental Stewardship 

The City of Lansing is concerned about its environment and strives to be a good steward of such. The City recognizes the importance of sustainability and 
supports the Paris Agreement. The City recognizes to reduce the City's net emissions output, increase its energy efficiency and improve its wastewater 
treatment and waste management programs 

Lansing Home Ownership Program for Employees (L-Hope) 

L-Hope shall cover these groups, all full time and part time year round employees, whose bargaining units have agreed to participate in the program, and 
the following non-bargaining employee groups: Executive Management Group, Non-Bargaining Group, Mayoral Staff, District Court employees, and the 
City Council Staff employees, and shall continue as funded 

Budget Policy Language 

Expungement Clinic — With the goal of improving social equity, combating income inequality, and improving job and business license access City Council 
proposes funding a quarterly Expungement Clinic through the Office of the City Attorney for the purpose of assisting Lansing residents if they quality for 
expungement and assist in completing necessary application paperwork. Reporting by the OCA on a quarterly basis of the number of residents that were 
assisted

WHEREAS, Continental/Ferguson Lansing LLC, applicant, has requested to dedicate the land serving as the newly created streets known as Cascade 
Boulevard, and as Red Cedar Parkway, to the City: and 


WHEREAS, the applicant has requested to dedicate the land referred to as Parcel L to the City; and 


WHEREAS, Cascade Boulevard and Red Cedar Parkway will serve as public access for residents, businesses, and the public, and to fulfill the terms of 
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the Amended and Restated Real Estate Purchase and Development Agreement, originally placed on file with the City Clerk on February 23, 2018, and as 
subsequently amended (the “Development Agreement”); and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Development Agreement, the City and Continental/Ferguson Lansing LLC drafted an operations and maintenance agreement 
to assign responsibility for all maintenance of the subject rights-of-way and any storm drain infrastructure (the “Operations and Maintenance Agreement’); 
and 


WHEREAS, on April 5, 2022, the Planning Board reviewed the location, character, and extent of the proposal in accordance with its Act 33 Review 
procedure, and voted unanimously (5-0) to recommend approval of Act-4-2022 Street and Land Dedication, Red Cedar Development, upon the condition 
that: 


All outstanding work items and a final Operations and Maintenance Agreement between Continental/Ferguson Lansing LLC and the City shall 
be executed prior to dedication; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on City Operations has reviewed the report and recommendation of the Planning Board and concurs therewith;

A RESOLUTION TO COMMIT TO CLIMATE PROTECTION AND ENVIRONMENTAL JUSTICE 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing adopted a municipal climate action plan in 2020 that prioritizes carbon neutrality, waste diversion, and protection of water 
resources; and 


WHEREAS, achieving these goals will require a combination of innovative solutions and acceleration of the deployment and implementation of climate 
adaptation, mitigation and energy technologies, policies, and distributed generation processes, with environmental and climate justice as forefront 
considerations; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor's Advisory Commission on Sustainability was formed to advise the Mayor on issues related to climate change and sustainability; 
and 


WHEREAS, a Sustainability Manager was hired to oversee the City's climate action plans; and 


WHEREAS, a greenhouse gas emissions inventory has been conducted for City operations as well as for the entire City of Lansing, that serves as a 
baseline and will inform the City's efforts to mitigate the impacts of climate change; and 


WHEREAS, Lansing City Council recognizes that certain communities have been impacted by historical injustices and inequities and continue to be at a 
greater risk of the effects of climate change; and 


WHEREAS, Lansing City Council commits to sustainability and climate action planning in a way that promotes environmental justice and equity and to 
ensure that those most vulnerable, including children, seniors, low income individuals, Black, Indigenous, and People of Color (BIPOC) community 
members are considered and prioritized; and 


WHEREAS, there are a growing number of employment opportunities related to sustainability and clean energy, and the transition of workers to those 
positions is important to accomplishing goals; and 


WHEREAS, the consensus conclusion of scientific and policy assessments from the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) found that human 
activity is the dominant cause of observed climate change over the past century, and calls for urgent and decisive actions by governments around the 
world to make "rapid, far-reaching and unprecedented changes in all aspects of society" in order to limit global warming to 1.5 degrees Celsius to avoid 
the most disastrous impacts; and 


WHEREAS, the 2019 Assessment of the Impacts of Climate Change on the Great Lakes highlights the significant impacts in our unique backyard, including 
in Lansing and all of Michigan, flooding of streets and homes and agricultural area, power outages, record low and high temperatures, delayed planting, 
weather related school and business closures; and 


WHEREAS, the U.S Conference of Mayors, of which Mayor Schor is a member, represents more than 1,400 cities, and issued a resolution declaring a 
climate emergency, calling for decarbonization in time to keep the global rise in temperatures to a 1.5 degree Celsius level and emphasizing that such 
efforts must involve local governments and their jurisdictions; and 


WHEREAS, Mayor Schor committed to the Race to Zero campaign, a global campaign of the United Nations’ Climate Champions, to rally leadership and 
support from businesses, cities, regions, and investors for a healthy, resilient, zero-carbon recovery that prevents threats, creates decent jobs, and unlocks 
inclusive, sustainable growth and encourages cities to adopt an ambitious science based target; and 


WHEREAS, The IPCC states that we must reduce global emissions by 50% by 2030 and achieve climate neutrality by 2050 in order to limit global warming 
to below 1.5 degrees Celsius; and 


WHEREAS, equitably reducing global emissions by 50% requires that high-emitting, wealthy nations reduce their emissions by more than 50% and; 
WHEREAS, Lansing City Council has a goal to be carbon neutral (defined as a system where no carbon dioxide is emitted, or the balance of relatively 
minor emissions is reduced using legitimate carbon offsets to bring the net output to zero), by 2050 and an interim science-based target of a 58.5% 
reduction by 2030 and; 


WHEREAS, on June 12, 2017, Lansing City Council passed Resolution 2017-148 Affirming Intent to Take Action on Climate Change in Accordance with 
the Goals of the Paris Agreement; and 


WHEREAS, leadership and recognition of the climate crisis by the City of Lansing, as the State of Michigan’s capital and urban core of the region, promotes 
both local solutions and regional cooperation. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, Lansing City Council declares a climate emergency and establishes a goal to protect the Lansing community 
from the negative impacts of climate change, and work towards equitable climate protection and environmental justice for all

efforts to pursue climate action planning, implementation, and evaluations that recognize the growing climate emergency and the need to accelerate the

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Lansing City Council believes that the City of Lansing is a regional leader, and as such, encourages the administration to 
seek partnerships with other regional governments, businesses, community groups, educational and other anchor institutions to best utilize regional 
expertise and resources to meet shared goals 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, Lansing City Council encourages the administration to endeavor to invest in carbon reduction and sustainability solutions 
and leverage those investments to, expeditiously and with serious determination, seek additional investment through available state, federal, and private 
funding opportunities for this effort, and form alliances with other entities and potential partners to lobby and advocate for such funding; and seek and 
leverage funding to meet the City's identified climate needs; and fund a budget line item for actions consistent with Lansing's Climate Action Plan and any 
other sustainability recommendations that may be developed

mobilization effort

ZONE B-9.2 cents per square foot for first floor and 3.45 cents per square foot for second floors and above, parking structures at the rate of 4.6 cents per 
square foot for the main floors and 2.3 cents per square foot for second floors and above, parking lots at 4.6 cents per square foot, vacant land at 1.15 
cents per square foot, and industrial & manufacturing properties at 2.3 cents per square foot for the first floor and 1.15 cents per square foot for second 
floors and above; 


ZONE C (North & South) -2 cents per square foot for first floor and 1 cent per square foot for second floors and above, parking structures at the rate of 2 
cents per square foot for the main floors and 1 cent per square foot for second floors and above, parking lots at 2 cents per square foot, vacant land at 1 
cent per square foot, and industrial & manufacturing properties at 2 cents per square foot for the first floor and 1 cent per square foot for second floors and 
above; 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the cost and expense of making estimates, plans and assessments incidental to the preparation of the assessment 
and the role, and providing notices shall be included in the expense of the assessment. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Principal Shopping District public improvement and services be financed by a special assessment of these costs 
against the properties especially benefited as contained in the assessment Roll No. PSD22-A/PSD22-B/PSD22-C compiled by the City Assessor. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in zones "A,""B," and "C" (North & South), all property owners whose assessment would otherwise exceed $10,000.00 
per one parcel, shall be capped at no more than $10,000.00 per one parcel on an annual basis. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in zones "A.""B," and "C" (North & South), any property owned by a non-profit entity which has received a Federal 
IRS Section 501(c)(3) non-profit designation shall have their property assessment capped at 40% of the proposed assessment rate; provided that said 
entity shall file with the City Assessor, not later than August 15, 2022 a written notice of their federal exempt status, together with a copy of said 
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determination of IRS Section 501 (c)(3) status. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that Property owned by the federal, a state, or a local unit of government where property is exempt from 
the collection of taxes under the general property tax act, is exempt from this special assessment. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that properties classified as residential, according to MCL 211.34c are excluded fromthis assessment. Properties that are 
classified as commercial include apartments with more than 4 units,; commercial properties are included in this assessment. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that Special Assessment roll No. PSD22-A/PSD22-B/PSD22-C as presented and as returned by the City Assessor, is

An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan, to amend the Lansing codified ordinances by amending Chapter 1460, Section 1, and the 
International Property Maintenance Code, adopted by reference, to provide for issuance of trash, weed, and grass violation notices and compliance orders, 
and that uncorrected violations are nuisances; and to provide an appeals process, and to permit the City to abate uncorrected violations and recover costs 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 1460 Section 1, of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be and is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


1460.01. - Property Maintenance Code. 
For the purpose of regulating and governing the conditions and maintenance df all premises and any structures thereon; providing standards for supplied 
utilities and facilities, other physical aspects of structures, and conditions essential to ensure that structures are safe, sanitary, and fit for occupation and 
use; and providing a mechanism for condemnation of structures unfit for occupancy and use and the demolition of such structures, the 2015 International 
Property Maintenance Code ("PMC") is hereby adopted as if fully set forth herein, with the following additions, deletions, and alterations 

(a)When used in the IPMC: 

(1)"[Name of jurisdiction]" and "the jurisdiction" are replaced with "Lansing" or "the City." 

(2)"International Building Code" is replaced with "the Building Code, as adopted in Chapter 1420 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances." 

(3)"International Mechanical Code" is replaced with "the Mechanical Code, as adopted in Chapter 1426 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances." 

"ICC Electrical Code" is replaced with "the Electrical Code, as adopted in Chapter 1424 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances." 

(5) "International Zoning Code" is replaced with "the Zoning Code, Title Six of Part Twelve of the Lansing Codified Ordinances." 

(6) “International Fire Code" is replaced with "the Fire Code, as adopted in Chapter 1610 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances.” 

(7) "International Plumbing Code" is replaced with "the Plumbing Code, as adopted in Chapter 1422 of the Lansing Codified Ordinances." 

(8) "Department of Property Maintenance Inspection" and "Department" are replaced with "Office of Code Compliance." 

(9) "Legal representative of the jurisdiction," "legal officer of the jurisdiction," and “legal counsel of the jurisdiction" are replaced with "City Attorney.” 

(10) "Appointing authority" and "Chief Appointing Authority" are replaced with "Mayor." 

(11) "Appeals Board" is replaced with "Building Board of Appeals.” 

(12) “Claims Review Committee” is added as created by Resolution 1987-0253 and amended by Resolution 2014-045, consisting of a 
representative from the following offices: City Attorney, Mayor, and City Council, and shall act as the appeal body for violations of Section 308. 
(13) “Manager of the Office of Code Compliance” is added and shall be the final arbiter of any appeal for violations of Section 3024. 

(b) The following language is added to Section 102.6 after the word "designated": By the Federal, State, or local government 

(c) Section 103.2 is deleted. 

(d) The text of Section 103.3 is replaced with the following: The Code Official has the authority to appoint Code Compliance Officers and to delegate to 
any of them any of his or her duties or functions under this Code 

(e) The text of Section 103.5 is replaced with the following: The fees for services performed by the Office of Code Compliance under this Code shall be 
established by Council Resolution: 

(f) The following language is added to the end of Section 104.1: The Office of Code Compliance is responsible for enforcing this Code and acts as the 
Local Health Department under Part 24 of the Public Health Code, PA 368 of 1978. The Office of Code Compliance may also enforce any provision of the 
Housing Law of Michigan, PA 167 of 1917 

(g) The following language is added to the end of Section 106.1: Unless otherwise provided, a property's owner is responsible for violations of this Code 
‘occurring on the property, even where this Code imposes an additional duty on the occupant or where the owner has imposed responsibility on the 
occupant by agreement 

(h) The text of Section 106.3 is replaced with the following: The Code Official and all Code Compliance Officers are hereby designated as authorized City 
Officials for the purpose of issuing municipal civil infraction notices directing alleged violators to appear at the City of Lansing Municipal Ordinance 
Violations Bureau or a local court of competent jurisdiction. Unless otherwise provided in this Code or by State law, any person in violation of any provision 
of this Code is responsible for a municipal civil infraction and subject to a $500.00 fine and all other penalties and remedies allowed by law. Any person in 
violation of Section 108.4.1 or Section 108.5, as provided in subsection (m) of this Section, is responsible for a misdemeanor and subject to the 
penalties provided in Section 202.99(b) of the Lansing Codified Ordinances and all other penalties and remedies allowed by law. If a violation of this Code 
is not corrected as required by the notice of violation given pursuant to Section 107, the Code Official may institute the appropriate proceeding at law or in 
equity to restrain, correct, or abate such violation; or to require the removal or termination of any unlawful occupancy of the structure. With the exception 
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of the 30 days within which a vacant structure must be closed pursuant to Section 108.2, the Code Official has the authority to grant an extension of the 
time specified in the notice of violation, upon request by the person responsible for the violation, provided that the person agrees to correct the violation 
within the extended time period to be granted and the Code Official determines that a condition dangerous to life or property will not be created or 
perpetuated by granting such extension. No such extension of time for the correction of a violation will extend the time for filing an appeal 
(i) Section 106.6 is added, to read as follows: Violations of Section 302.4, prohibiting weeds and long grass, and violations of Section 308, prohibiting 
the accumulation of trash and garbage, are hereby declared to be nuisances and maybe-abated-bythe City it not corrected.within the time-providedA 
the notice-given.pursuant-to-Section-407-must be corrected or abated within the-timre-aHotted-and-as-directed-in-the-Seetion +07 netice-or-as 
ie bsection (k). However, if the owner or party in interest whose name appears on the City’s real property 
tax assessment records fails or neglects to comply with the notice or appeal determination, the City may enter the property and take all 
necessary actions to cause the abatement of the nuisance, including the incurring of costs. The cost of abating the nuisance includes, but is 
not limited to, costs ofany title search or real property commitment used to determine the parties in interest in the subject property, recordng 
fees for notices and liens filed with the county Register of Deeds, contractor fees, transportation and dumping char ges, administrative service 
fee to defray administrative expenses and costs of the collection of the charges aut horized uncer this Section. The cost of abating the nuisance 
incurred by the City shall be reimbursed to the City by the ower or party in interest in whose name the property appears on the City’s real 
property tax assessment records. The owner or party in interest whose name the property appears upon the last local tax assessment records 
shall be notified by the Assessor of the amount of the cost of the nuisance abatement by first class mail at the address shown on the records.

() When used in Section 107.1, "person" is replaced with "person(s)." 

(k) In Section 107.2 is modified as follows: 

(1) The following language is added to the end of Section 107.2(4) nuraber-4: For violations of Section 302.4, the notice shall require correction within 7 
days. 

(2) The following is added as new Section 107.7: Appeals. 

(i) When a notice has been issued under this section 107, any person with a legal interest, who receives or has actual or constructive notice, 
may appeal the violation and compliance order as follows: (a) appeals under Section 3024 shall be filed in writing to the Manager of the Office 
of Code Compliance, (b) appeals under Section 308 shall be filed in writing to the Office of the City Attorney, (c) appeals of any other violation 
are addressed under subsection (h) and (q). The Appeal must be received not more than 3 days after the compliance date ordered as set forth 
in the notice. Appeals of costs assessed incurred due to abatement by the City of Lansing will handled in accordance with process adopted by 
the Claims Review Committee and Resolution 2014-045,-The text-of number-6 is-replaced.withthe-fallowing:—Intorm the -property-ewner-that-when 
permitted byJaw,alien-may-be-imposed.upon-the-property. 

it dedi iene tut : City Attorney shall transmit the appeal to the Claims Review Committee and schedule 
the appeal to be heard at the next available meeting of the Claims Review Committee. Notice of the appeal hearing date, time, and place shall 
be given in the same manner as provided for in Section 1073, or, in the alternative, by First Class mail addressed to the Appellant’s address 
provided with the appeal, if any. 

(iii) Failure to file an appeal within the required time shall constitute a waiver of the right to contest the notice and compliance order, and, waive 
a hearing or adjudication of the notice and order, or any portion thereof. 

(iv) Only those matters or issues specifically raised by the Appellant in a written appeal shall be considered in the hearing on the appeal. 

(v) The enforcement of the notice violation and compliance order timely appealed shall be stayed during the pendency of the appeal. 

(vi) At the appeal hearing, the Appellant shall be given the opportunity to show cause why the notice violation and compliance order should 
not be enforced. The Claims Revie w Committee shall hear and decide the issues raised in the appeal and shall either approve, disapprove, or 
modify the compliance order. If the Claims Review Committee approves or modifies the compliance order, it shall determine a new date by 
which the order of compliance shall be completed. 

(vil) Ifthe appeal under subsection (i) is made to contest a grass or weed violation of Section 3024, the written appeal shall be reviewed and 
determined within 5 days of receipt by the Manager of Code Compliance, or the Manager's designee, except that the designee shall not be the 
Code Official who issued the notice. In addition to any other information contained in the written appeal, for the appeal to be effective, it must 
also contain an electronic address or telephone number where the results of the appeal determination can be transmitted to the appellant or 
the appellant’s agent in message form. The Manager, or designee, shall consider the grounds, information and explanation contained in the 
written appeal and based thereon, shall eit her affirm, modify or rescind the notice and order of compliance; and may grant an extension of time, 
not to exceed 7 days from the date of determination, for compliance. The determination stall be transmitted forthwth in message form to the 
appellant. Failure of the Appellant or Appellant’s agent to personally receive the determination of the appeal shall not affect the time for 
compliance nor affect the City’s ability to abate the violation as provided in Section 1460.01 (i). 

() The following language is added to the end of Section 108.1.1: Any structure that is a "dangerous building" as defined in the Housing Law of Michigan, 
PA 167 of 1917, is also an unsafe structure 

(m) The text of Section 108.5 is replaced with the following: Any structure condemned and placarded by the Code Official shall be vacated. No person 
shall occupy any such structure or allow any domestic animal to occupy any such structure. No person shall operate equipment condemned and placarded 
by the Code Official. Repairs required by a correction order may be made during the hours of 8 am and 5 pm on Mondays through Fridays or at other 
times for which the Code Compliance Office has granted permission. The Code Compliance Office shall grant permission for repairs to be made at other 
reasonable times set by Department policy if the person seeking permission has obtained all permits necessary for the work to be done and provides 
documentation indicating that the work cannot be performed between 8 am and 5 pm on Mondays through Fridays. 

(n) Section 108.8 is added, to read as follows: The owner of any structure placarded for more than 90 days pursuant to Section 108.4 is responsible for 
paying a monthly, non-refundable administrative fee while the placard remains on the structure. The administrative fee shall be established by Council 
resolution in an amount sufficient to defray the cost incurred by the City to monitor the structure for the purpose of preventing public safety hazards. The 
‘owner or party in interest whose name appears on the City's real property tax assessment records shall be notified of the amount owed by first class mail 
at the address shown on the City's real property tax assessment records. After 30 days, any unpaid amount shall be reported to the City Assessor for 
placement on the next tax roll of the City and imposition of a lien against the property, as permitted by State law. 

(0) Section 108.9 is added, to read as follows: The Code Official may request permission to inspect any structure intended to be used as a dwelling when 
that structure has remained vacant for 180 days. If permission to inspect is denied, the Code Official may seek a warrant from a court of competent 
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jurisdiction 

(p) Section 110 is deleted. In its place, MCL 125.538-125.542, with the exception of MCL 125.541c, from Article VII of the Housing Law of Michigan, PA 
167 of 1917, are hereby adopted by reference. Pursuant to MCL 125.534(6), regardless of whether or not the cost of repair of a structure exceeds its state 
equalized value, the Code Official may bring a court action to remove or rehabilitate it if (1) it is an unsafe structure pursuant to Section 108.1.1, (2) it 
remains vacant or boarded, and (3) a significant attempt has not been made to rehabilitate it for a period of 24 consecutive months 

(q) Section 111.1 is replaced with the following: Appeal of a decision that a structure is a dangerous building pursuant to MCL 125.542 shall follow the 
procedures described in the Housing Law of Michigan, PA 167 of 1917, and adopted in subsection (p). E xcept for appeals as provided under subsection 
(k)(2), any person directly affected by any other decision of the Code Official or notice or order issued under this Code may appeal to the Building Board 
of Appeals. The Code Official shall be an ex-officio member of the Building Board of Appeals when it hears appeals brought under this Code, but the Code 
Official shall have no vote on any matter before the Board. Written application for an appeal must be filed within 20 days of service of the decision, notice, 
or order being appealed. An application for appeal must be based on a claim that the true intent of this Code or the rules legally adopted thereunder have 
been incorrectly interpreted, the provisions of this Code do not apply, or the purposes of this Code's requirements are adequately fulfilled by other means 
(0) Sections 111.2—111.8 are deleted 

(s) The following definition replaces that provided in Section 202 

Person. Any legal entity. 

(t) The definitions of "cost of such demolition or emergency repairs," "inoperable motor vehicle," and "operator" are deleted 

(u) The following definitions are added to Section 202: 

Absentee landlord. Any owner of rental property whose principal residence is located more than forty miles from the corporate limits of the City, 

Code Compliance Officer. Any duly authorized representative of the Code Official 

Dwelling. Any “dwelling,” as defined in the Housing Law of Michigan, PA 167 of 1917. 

Junk. Any object that is worn-out, unusable because it is deteriorated, broken or incomplete, or that has been discarded, or is inoperable, and 
any parts thereof, including but not limited to items such as stoves, refrigerators, appliances, fixtures, boats, campers, inoperable or 
unregistered motor ve ticles as defined in this subsection (u) of this Section, house hold goods, furniture, tires, mattresses, batteries, machinery, 
broken toys and bicycles, broken lawn furniture, remnants of wood and buildng materials, and equipment. 

Leasehold. Any "leasehold" as defined in the Housing Law of Michigan, PA 167 of 1917 

Motor vehicle. Any "motor vehicle" as defined in the Michigan Vehicle Code, PA 300 of 1949. 

Nuisance. Any public nuisance, known as such at common lawor in equity jurisprudence, or that has been included as a nuisance by statutes 
of the State of Michigan, and whatever is dangerous to human life or detrimental to health. Further, nuisance means any condtion or activity 
which is unwholesome, dangerous, offensive or unhealthy, which constitutes a menace to the health and safety of the public, or any structure 
which, due to a structural defect or dilapidation, has become dangerous to life or property. 

Rental property. Any premises, dwelling, dwelling unit, or rooming unit which is not occupied on a daily basis by the owner(s), and which is offered to let, 
to hire, or to assign for a period of more than 30 days to any person(s) for any or no consideration 

Trash. Any accumulation of junk, debris, or rubbish as defined in Section 202. 

(v) The following language is added to the end of Section 302.1: No mattresses or indoor furniture shall be kept on exterior property or premises. 

(w) The first paragraph of Section 302.4 is replaced with the following: Alll premises shall be maintained free of weeds and of grass eight inches or more 
in height. 

(x) The text of Section 302.8 is replaced with the following: No motor vehicle that is inoperative, stripped, dismantled, or in a state of major disassembly or 
disrepair may be kept on any exterior premises. Motor vehicles may be removed from private property in accordance with the towing regulations established 
by the State as the "special anti-theft laws" sections of Division II of the Michigan Vehicle Code, MCL 257.252—MCL 257.254. 

(y) When used in Section 304.14, "during the period from [date] to [date]" is replaced with "between May and October." 

(2) In Sections 602.3 and 602.4, "during the period from [date] to [date]" is deleted 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions are repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the ordinance 
as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after enactment, unless given immediate effect by City Council and shall expire 
December 31, 2030.

WHEREAS, some prosecutors in the state, including Ingham County Prosecutor Carol Siemon and Attorney General Dana Nessel have indicated that 
they will not take steps to enforce the abortion ban should the injunction be lifted; 


WHEREAS, Governor Gretchen Whitmer issued Executive Directive 2022-5, which instructed state departments not to cooperate with or assist authorities 
of any state in any investigation or proceeding against anyone for obtaining, providing, or assisting someone else to obtain or provide reproductive

WHEREAS, the Michigan Charter Township Act provides for the elimination of free standing islands of township property completely surrounded by a city 
through annexation by methods contained in the Act, being MCL 42.34; and 


WHEREAS, one such annexation method is through a procedure involving the State Boundary Commission and the Michigan Home Rule City Act under 
MCL 42.34(2); and 


WHEREAS, an alternative method is provided under MCL 42.34(3) when the portion of township is contiguous on all sides by a city and the annexation is 
approved by a majority vote of the electors in that portion of the charter township; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor has received a written request signed by residents in an island area of Lansing Charter Township, which is completely surrounded 
by the City of Lansing, expressing the desire to be annexed to the City of Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, the written request has been placed on file with the City Clerk; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing already supplies the subject land area with water, electric, and sanitary sewer utility services and is ready and capable of 
providing it with efficient and protective police and fire services, as well as solid waste disposal and recycling services; and 


WHEREAS, a list of all parcels of property that are contained in the island area that is proposed to be annexed are attached to this Resolution; and 
WHEREAS, the Mayor supports the annexation of the island area upon the majority vote of the electors in the area as provided in MCL 42.34(3); and 
WHEREAS, the City Council concurs to the annexation of the island area into the City, subject to the majority vote of the electors in the area; and 


WHEREAS, the statutory provision of MCL 42.34(3) does not require a petition to initiate the ballot proposal to effectuate the voting requirement nor does 
the statute mandate the affirmative method to cause a proposition to be placed on the ballot; and 


WHEREAS, in acknowledgement of the fact that the subject township territory is a freestanding island of property completely surrounded by the City of 
Lansing and contiguous to the City on all sides, and in the further acknowledgement that the City has received a written request from township residents 
in the area that the island be annexed into the City; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City finds and concludes that the written request is a sufficient basis in law and fact for the City, by this 
resolution, to forward to the Ingham County Clerk the ballot proposal herein contained to place the ballot question of annexation before the island area 
voters in implementation and in compliance with MCL 42.34(3).

The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That Chapter 888 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to add a new Section toread as 
follows: 


Walter French 

(a) Purpose. Itis acknowedged that it is a proper public purpose of the state and its political subdivisions to provide housing for its residents 
of low and moderate income and to encourage the development of such housing by providing for a service charge in lieu of property 
taxes in accordance with the State Housing Development Authority Act of 1966, being Public Act 346 of 1966, as amended [MCL 125.1401,

et seq]. The City is authorized by such act to establish or change the service charge to be paid in lieu of taxes by any or all classes of 

housing exempt from taxation under such act at any amount it chooses, not to exceed the taxes that would be paid but for this act. It is 

further acknowedged that such housing for persons of low and moderate income is a public necessity, and as the City will be benefited 
and improved by such housing, the encouragement of the same by providing certain real estate tax exemption for such housing is a valid 
public purpose. 

Definitions. 

(1) "Act" means the State Housing Development Authority Act, being Public Act 346 of 1966, as amended. 

(2) “Annual shelter rents" means the total collections during an agreed annual period from all persons of low or moderate income, 
occupying the housing development representing rents for occupancy, which rental amounts shall be exclusive of charges for gas, 
electricity, heat or other utilities furnished to the occupants. 

(3) "Authority" means the Michigan State Housing Development Authority. 

(4) "Housing development" or "Development" means a development which contains a significant element of housing for persons of 
low and moderate income and such elements of other housing, commercial, recreational, industrial, communal and educational 
facilities as the Authority may determine will improve the quality of the development as it relates to housing for persons of lowand 
moderate income. For the purpose of this section, the name of this development is Walter French, and consists of seventy-six (76) 
units of rental housing located within Lansing at:

(5) "HUD" means The Department of Housing and Urban Development of the United States government. 

(6) “Low Income Housing Tax Credit Program" means the program established by section 42 of the United States Internal Revenue 
Code. 

(7) “Low or moderate income" means low- or moderate-income eligibility under the Authority Act or Rules. 

(8) "Mortgage loan" means a loan that is federally aided (as defined in Section 11 of the Act) or a loan or grant made or to be made by 
the Authority to the Sponsor for the construction, rehabilitation, acquisition and/or permanent financing of a housing project and 
secured by a mortgage on the housing project. 

(9) "Sponsor' means a person or other entity with a housing development which is financed or assisted pursuant to the act. For 
purposes of this section, the Sponsor of Walter French is Capital Area Housing Partnership, or its successors or assigns. 

(10) "Utilities" means fuel, water, sanitary sewer and/or electrical service, which is paid for by the housing development. 

Establishment of annual service charge. 

(1) The City acknowledges that the Sponsor and the Authority have established the economic feasibility of Walter French in reliance 
upon the enactment and continuing effect of this section and upon the qualification of the seventy-six (76) units of housing in the 
housing development for exemption from all property taxes as established in this section, 

(2) Subject to the conditions and requirements of this section and the Act, the seventy-six (76) units in the housing development for 
persons of low and moderate income identified as Walter French and the property on which they are constructed shall be exempt 
from all property taxes for not more than twenty (20) years, commencing with and including tax year 2024. 

(3) In lieu of all said property taxes on the seventy-six (76) units in the housing development, the Sponsor shall pay, and the City will 
accept, an annual service charge for public services in the sum equal to four percent (4%) of the Annual Shelter Rents. 

(4) The exemption provided under this section shall commence when the Sponsor complies with section 15a(1) of 1966 PA 346, as 
amended, codified as MCL 125.1415a(1), which provides: the owner of a housing project eligible for the exemption shall file with the 
local Assessing Officer (the City Assessor) a notification of the exemption, which shall be in an affidavit form as provided by the 
Authority. The completed affidavit form first shall be submitted to the Authority for certification by the Authority that the project is 
eligible for the exemption. The owner then shall file or cause to be filed the certified notification of the exemption with the local 
Assessing Officer before November 1 of the year preceding the tax year in which the exemption is to begin. 

(5) In addition to the certification required pursuant to Subsection (c)(4), the Sponsor shall provide for the housing development 
annually in writing to the City Assessor for the preceding year in which the property tax exemption was in effect: 

A. The annual audited accounting report for the Payment In Lieu Of Taxes; and 
B. A certified statement identifying all the units rented to persons of low or moderate income; and 

C. If requested by the City, proof that the housing development units have not increased, decreased, or been altered in any form, 
unless the City has otherwise amended the provisions of this section. 

Limitation on the payment of the annual service charge. Notwithstanding Subsection (c), the service charge to be paid each year in lieu 

of taxes for the part of the housing development project that is tax exempt and occupied by other than low- or moderate-income persons 

shall be equal to the full amount of the taxes that would otherwise be due and payable on that portion of the housing development project 
if the project were not tax exempt. 

Payment of annual service charge. The service charge in lieu of taxes, as established under this section, shall be payable in the same 

manner as general property taxes are payable to the City, except that the annual payment shall be made on or before July 1 of the year 

following the year upon which such charge is calculated. Collection procedures shall be in accordance with the provisions of the General 

Property Tax Act (1893 PA 206 as Amended; MCL 211.1 et. seq.) 

Contractual effect. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 15(a)(5) of the Act to the contrary, a contract between the City and the

(9) Duration. This section shall remain in effect and shall not terminate for twenty (20) years, commencing with and including tax year 2024, 
provided that the Sponsor complies with the requirements of the act and this section, and further provided that the housing development 
continues to be rented to low or moderate income persons at rents determined under the Low Income Housing Tax Credit Program, as 
the same maybe further amended or superseded, or there is an Authority-aided or Federally-aided mortgage on the housing development 
as provided in the act, or the Authority or HUD has an interest in the property; but in no event beyond December 31, 2043.

WHEREAS, the Act requires that before establishing the District the Lansing City Council shall give written notice by certified mail to the owners of all real 
property within the proposed District and shall hold a public hearing in order to provide an opportunity for owners, residents or other taxpayers of the City 
of Lansing to appear and be heard regarding the establishment of the District and that such notice was given and said public hearing was held on November 
14, 2022 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the following properties are hereby approved and established as an Obsolete Property Rehabilitation District 
as provided by Public Act 146 of 2000 legally described as:

WHEREAS, completion of the rehabilitated facility is calculated to, and will at the time of issuance of the certificate, have the reasonable likelihood to, 
increase commercial activity, revitalize urban areas, create employment, retain employment, and increase the number of residents in the community in 


which the facility is situated; and 


WHEREAS, the rehabilitation includes improvements aggregating 10% or more of the true cash value of the property at commencement of the rehabilitation 
as provided by section 2(I) of Public Act 146 of 2000 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council hereby grants an Obsolete Property Rehabilitation Exemption Transfer for the real 
property, excluding land, located in an Obsolete Property Rehabilitation District at property located at 221 W. Saginaw St., Lansing, Michigan, legally 
described as LOT 8 & N 1 R LOT 7 BLOCK 63 ORIG PLAT, Tax Parcel Number Parcel Number: 33-01-01-16-127-001

WHEREAS, these funds will be used to help the following Qualifying Populations: homeless, at-risk of homelessness, those fleeing or attempting to flee 
domestic violence, dating violence, sexual assault, stalking or human trafficking, other populations where providing assistance would prevent the family 
from becoming homeless or would serve those with the greatest risk of housing stability, Veterans and families that include a veteran family member that 
meet one of the preceding criteria; and

WHEREAS, the City, a municipal corporation of the State, has been duly created under the provisions of Act 279, pursuant to which the City has the 
comprehensive home rule power conferred upon it by Act 279 and the Constitution, subject only to the limitations on the exercise of that power contained 
in the Constitution, by statute of the State or by provisions of the Charter; and 


WHEREAS, the City determines it to be necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of the City and its residents to acquire and construct within the 
City certain capital improvements, including a public media and performing arts center, with parking and other necessary appurtenances and infrastructure 
(collectively, the “Capital Improvements’); and 


WHEREAS, under the provisions of Section 517 of Act 34 a City may issue municipal securities to pay the cost of any capital improvement items within 
the limitations provided by law; and 


WHEREAS , staff of the City recommend that issuance by the City of its Capital Improvement Bonds (Limited Tax General Obligation) under Section 517 
of Act 34 in an amount not to exceed Twenty Million Dollars (20,000,000) (the “Bonds") for the purpose of financing costs of acquisition and construction 
of the Capital Improvements is the most practical means to that end; and 


WHEREAS, it is proposed that the Bonds be limited tax general obligation bonds secured by a pledge of the City’s full faith and credit, subject to 
constitutional, statutory and charter limitations; and 


WHEREAS, as additional security for the Bonds, the City anticipates contractually pledging certain public, education and government access facilities and 
services fees ("PEG Fees’) it receives as a franchising entity pursuant to 2006 Michigan Public Act 480 (the Uniform Video Services Local Franchise Act); 
and 


WHEREAS, not less than 45 days prior to the issuance of the Bonds, a notice of intent to issue bonds must be published in accordance with Section 517 
of Act 34, a form of which is attached as Exhibit B (‘Notice of Intent"), which will provide that the proposed Bonds may be issued without a vote of the 
electors of the City unless the requisite petitions for an election on the question of the issuance of the Bonds are filed with the Clerk of the City (“City 
Clerk") within a period of 45 days from the date of publication; and 
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WHEREAS, Act 34 permits the City to authorize, within limitations which shall be contained in the authorizing resolution of the governing body, an 
Authorized Officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, discounts, 
maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, the place of delivery and payment, and other 
matters and procedures necessary to complete the transactions authorized; and 


WHEREAS , the City Council of the City ("Council") wishes to authorize an Authorized Officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for the Bonds without 
the necessity of Council taking further action prior to sale and delivery of the Bonds. 


WHEREAS, the Bonds will be issued pursuant to such terms and bear interest at such rates as finally determined at the time of sale of such Bonds in one 
or more Sale Orders in accordance with the parameters of this Resolution or the terms of a Bond Purchase Agreement; and 


WHEREAS, the Council desires to delegate to any Authorized Officer the authority to make certain determinations with respect to the Bonds, if necessary, 
within the parameters of this Resolution and to take such other actions and make such other determinations as may be necessary to accomplish the sale 
and delivery of the Bonds and the transactions contemplated by this Resolution, as shall be confirmed in one or more Sale Orders or a Bond Purchase 
Agreement: and 


WHEREAS, the Council wishes to authorize the determination of the method of sale of the Bonds pursuant to a Sale Order, which sale will be by either 
(a) negotiated sale to one or more underwriters, (b) public/competitive sale or (c) private placement with a designated purchaser; and 


WHEREAS, if the Bonds are sold pursuant to a negotiated or public/competitive sale, the Council desires to authorize the submission of disclosure 
information in connection with the distribution of one or more preliminary official statements (together with any supplements thereto, each a “Preliminary 
Official Statement") and final official statements (together with any supplements thereto, each an “Official Statement”) in connection with the offering for 
sale of a certain series or all of the Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, if the Bonds are sold pursuant to a negotiated or public/competitive sale, it will be required, as a condition precedent to the purchase of the 
Bonds, that the City agree to provide continuing disclosure as required by Section (b)(5) of Rule 15c2-12 promulgated by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission under the Securities and Exchange Act of 1934, as amended; and 


WHEREAS, the Bonds may be issued as tax-exempt bonds pursuant to the requirements of the Code, in reliance on the advice of the City’s Municipal 
Advisor and the City’s Bond Counsel, each as appointed and defined below.

(©) Articles and Sections referred to by number mean the corresponding Articles and Sections of this Resolution. 


() The terms “hereby,” “hereof,” "hereto," “herein,” “hereunder” and any similar terms as used in this Resolution, refer to this Resolution 
as a whole unless otherwise expressly stated 


ARTICLE II 
DETERMINATIONS 


Section 201. Authorization of Bonds: Finding and Declaration of Need to Borrow. The Council hereby finds and declares that it is necessary for 
the City to borrow hereunder such sum as shall be determined by an Authorized Officer not in excess of the Bonds Maximum Principal Amount and to 
evidence such borrowing by the issuance of the Bonds not in excess, in aggregate principal amount, of such Bonds Maximum Principal Amount, pursuant 
to the Charter and in accordance with the provisions hereof, for the purpose of paying all or part of the costs of acquiring and constructing the Capital 
Improvements, including the costs incidental to the issuance, sale and delivery of the Bonds, all as finally confirmed by an Authorized Officer in the Sale 
Order 


The Bonds shall consist of bonds in fully-registered form in denominations of $5,000, or integral multiples thereof, or in minimum denominations 
of $100,000 and $5,000 additional integral multiples thereof, not exceeding for each maturity the maximum principal amount of that maturity, numbered 
as determined by the Transfer Agent (as hereinafter defined). The Bonds shall bear interest at the rates determined upon sale of the Bonds but in any 
event the net interest cost of any Tax-Exempt Bonds (as defined below) shall not exceed 6.00% per annum and the net interest cost of any Taxable Bonds 
(as defined below) shall not exceed 9.00% per annum. The Bonds shall bear interest, mature as serial bonds, term bonds or drawdown bonds, and be 
payable at the times and in the manner as may be determined by the Authorized Officer in a Sale Order at the time of sale of the Bonds. The Bonds shall 
be dated as of the date of delivery thereof or as may be otherwise determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bonds. The Bonds may 
be subject to redemption prior to maturity at the times and prices and in the manner as may be determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of sale of 
the Bonds 
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The Bonds may be issued in book-entry only form through The Depository Trust Company in New York, New York (“DTC”) and the Authorized 
Officer is authorized to execute such custodial or other agreement with DTC as may be necessary to accomplish the issuance of the Bonds in book-entry 
only form, and to make such changes in the form of the Bonds within the parameters of this resolution as may be required to accomplish the foregoing 


Interest on the Bonds shall be payable to the registered owner of record as of the fifteenth (15") day of the month prior to the payment date for 
each interest payment. The record date of determination of registered owners for purposes of payment of interest as provided in this paragraph may be 
changed by the City to conform to market practice in the future. Interest shall be payable by check or draft drawn on the Transfer Agent mailed to the 
registered owner at the registered address, as shown on the registration books of the City maintained by the Transfer Agent. The principal of the Bonds 
shall be payable upon presentation and surrender of such Bonds to the Transfer Agent. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if the Bonds are held in book-entry 
form by DTC, payment shall be made in the manner prescribed by DTC. 


The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to appoint a bank or trust company to act as bond registrar, paying agent and transfer agent (the 
“Transfer Agent’) for the Bonds. The Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to execute one or more agreements with the Transfer Agent on behalf of the 
City. The City reserves the right to replace the Transfer Agent at any time, provided written notice of such replacement is given to the registered owners 
of record of the Bonds not less than sixty (60) days prior to an interest payment date 


ARTICLE III 
AUTHORIZATION; PLEDGE; SECURITY; DESIGNATIONS; REDEMPTION OF THE BONDS 


Section 301. Limited Tax Pledge: Security. (a) The City hereby irrevocably pledges its limited tax full faith and credit for the prompt payment 
of the Bonds. The Bonds will be a first budget obligation of the City, payable from the general funds of the City including the collection of ad valorem taxes 
on all taxable property in the City subject to applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations. The City shall levy annually ad valorem 
taxes on all the taxable property in the City which, taking into consideration estimated delinquencies in tax collections, shall be fully sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest on the Bonds; provided, however, that if at the time of making any such tax levy there shall be other legally available funds for the 
payment of principal of and interest on the Bonds, then credit therefor may be taken against the levy for payment of the Bonds. The rights or remedies of 
Bondholders may be affected by bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent conveyance or other laws affecting creditors’ rights generally now existing or hereafter 
enacted and by the application of general principles of equity including those relating to equitable subordination 


(b) | Each Authorized officer is authorized to further contract for or otherwise obligate the PEG Fees toward payment of the Bonds 


(c) Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to negotiate and execute any indenture or indentures, or agreements as shall be deemed 
necessary by an Authorized Officer and confirmed in a Sale Order for and on behalf of the City, to provide for the pledge of security and otherwise to 
secure payment of the Bonds. 


Section 302 Tax-Exempt Bonds; Taxable Bonds. The Authorized Officers are each hereby authorized and directed to determine 
whether all or any portion of the Bonds shall be sold as: (i) Bonds the interest on which is excluded from gross income for federal income tax purposes 
(‘Tax-Exempt Bonds”), or (ji) taxable Bonds the interest on which, if any, is included in gross income for federal income tax purposes under the Code 
(‘Taxable Bonds”), or any combination thereof. 


Section 303. Designations, Dates. Interest Rates. Maturities. Redemption and Other Terms of the Bonds. 


(a) The Bonds shall be issued in one or more series to be designated as “LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS", or such other 
designation determined by an Authorized Officer. The Bonds shall further bear a series designation corresponding to the year of issuance and other 
necessary identifying information as shall be provided in the Sale Order; shall be issued in fully registered form as serial bonds, term bonds, a combination 
thereof, or as a single instrument bond, as provided in the Sale Order. Each series of Bonds shall be dated and issued in authorized denominations all as. 
determined in the Sale Order 


(b) In making the determinations set forth in this Resolution with respect to the Sale Order, the Authorized Officers shall be limited to the 
parameters as follow: 


(1) The first maturity date or mandatory sinking fund redemption date for each series of the Bonds shall not be later 
than five (5) years from the date of issuance; and the final maturity dates for the Bonds shall not be later than the earlier of (i) the last 
year of the weighted average estimated period of usefulness of the Capital Improvements or (ii) 30 years. 


(2) To the extent permitted by applicable law, the Bonds may be sold with an original issue premium or original issue 
discount in an amount as determined by an Authorized Officer 


(3) The maximum rate of interest on the Bonds shall not exceed the Bonds Maximum Interest Rate 


() The Bonds shall mature on such dates and shall bear interest at such rates on a fixed and/or variable and tax-exempt or taxable basis 
not in excess of the legal limit, and payable on such dates (each an “Interest Payment Date”), all as shall be provided in a Sale Order. Unless otherwise 
provided by an Authorized Officer in a Sale Order, interest on the Bonds shall be calculated on the basis of a 360-day year consisting of twelve 30-day 
months. The Bonds shall be payable as to principal and interest in lawful money of the United States of America. 


(@) Except as may be otherwise provided by an Authorized Officer in a Sale Order, interest on the Bonds shall be payable on each Interest 
Payment Date to the Registered Owner of record as of the 15th day of the month, whether or not a Business Day (a “Regular Record Date”), prior to each 
Interest Payment Date. Interest on the Bonds shall be payable to such Registered Owners by check or draft drawn on the Transfer Agent on each Interest 
Payment Date and mailed by first class mail or, upon the written request of the Owner of $1,000,000 or more in aggregate principal amount of Bonds (with 
complete wiring instructions no later than the Regular Record Date for such Interest Payment Date), by wire transfer by the Transfer Agent to such Owner. 
Such a request may provide that it will remain in effect with respect to subsequent Interest Payment Dates unless and until changed or revoked at any 
time prior to a Regular Record Date by subsequent written notice to the Transfer Agent 
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(e) The principal of the Bonds shall be payable to the Owners of the Bonds upon the presentation of the Bonds to the Transfer Agent at 
the principal corporate trust office of the Transfer Agent. If the Bonds are held in book-entry form by the Depository Trust Company in New York, New 
York ("DTC"), payment shall be made in the manner prescribed by DTC 


0) The Bonds may be subject to redemption and/or tender for purchase prior to maturity or shall not be subject thereto, upon such terms 
and conditions as shall be provided by an Authorized Officer in the Sale Order delivered in connection with the Bonds. 


Unless waived by any Registered Owner of the Bonds to be redeemed, official notice of redemption shall be given by the Transfer Agent on 
behalf of the City. Such notice shall be dated and shall contain at a minimum the following information: original issue date; maturity dates; interest rates, 
CUSIP numbers, if any; certificate numbers, and in the case of partial redemption, the called amounts of each certificate; the redemption date; the 
redemption price or premium; the place where the Bonds called for redemption are to be surrendered for payment; and that interest on the Bonds or 
portions thereof called for redemption shall cease to accrue from and after the redemption date. 


In addition, further notice shall be given by the Transfer Agent in such manner as may be required or suggested by regulations or market practice 
at the applicable time, but no defect in such further notice nor any failure to give all or any portion of such further notice shall in any manner defeat the 
effectiveness of a call for redemption if notice thereof is given as prescribed herein 


(9) An Authorized Officer, after consultation with Bond Counsel and the Municipal Advisor, may designate and issue the Bonds as 
“qualified tax-exempt obligations” for purposes of interest expense by financial institutions as defined in Section 265(b)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1986, as amended (the “Code"). 


Section 304 Execution, Authentication and Delivery of Bonds. The Bonds shall be executed in the name of the City by the manual or 
facsimile signatures of the Authorized Officers and authenticated by the Transfer Agent, or a trustee if an indenture is executed in connection with the 
issuance of the Bonds, and the seal of the City (or a facsimile thereof), if applicable, shall be impressed or imprinted on the Bonds. After the Bonds have 
been executed and authenticated for delivery to the original purchaser thereof, they shall be delivered to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of the 
purchase price. If the Bonds are not authenticated, then at least one signature on the Bonds shall be a manual signature. The Bonds shall be delivered 
to the Transfer Agent for authentication and be delivered by the Transfer Agent to the purchaser or other person in accordance with instructions from the 
Authorized Officer. 


Section 305. Mutilated, Destroyed, Stolen or Lost Bonds. (a) Subject to the provisions of Act 354, Public Acts of Michigan, 1972, as amended, 
and any other applicable law, if (i) any mutilated Bond is surrendered to the City, and the City receives evidence to its satisfaction of the destruction, loss 
or theft of any Bond and (ii) there is delivered tothe City such security or indemnity as may be required by it to save the City harmless, then, in the absence 
of notice to the City that such Bond has been acquired by a bona fide purchaser, the City shall execute and deliver in exchange for or in lieu of any such 
mutilated, destroyed, lost or stolen Bond, a new Bond of like tenor and principal amount, bearing a number not contemporaneously outstanding 


(b) If any such mutilated, destroyed, lost or stolen Bond has become or is about to become due and payable, the City in its discretion 
may, instead of issuing a new Bond, pay such Bond. 


(c) Any new Bondissued pursuant tothis section in substitution for a Bond alleged to be mutilated, destroyed, stolen or lost shall constitute 
an original additional contractual obligation on the part of the City, and shall be equally secured by and entitled to equal proportionate benefits with all 
other Bonds of like tenor issued under this Resolution 


Section 306. Form of the Bonds. The Bonds shall be in substantially the following form with such insertions, omissions, substitutions and other 
variations as shall not be inconsistent with this Resolution or permitted by the Sale Order or as approved by an Authorized Officer and Bond Counsel

Section 311 Sale of Bonds to Underwriters or Direct Purchaser. Any series of Bonds may, if deemed appropriate by an Authorized 
Officer, be sold to (i) the Underwriters pursuant fo a Bond Purchase Agreement or (ii) a bank or other financial institution qualified by law to purchase and 
take delivery of such Bonds for its own investment, pursuant to a purchase contract, in which case (A) such purchaser shall deliver an investor letter in a 
form acceptable to an Authorized Officer and (B) the City’s obligations hereunder relating to the Preliminary Official Statement, Official Statement and 
Undertaking (as defined below) may not apply. 


ARTICLE IV 
SPECIAL COVENANTS 


Section 401. Reimbursement. For the purposes of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treasury Regulations 1.150-2 pursuant tothe Code, 
the City reasonably expect to reimburse itself for expenditures for the costs of the Capital Improvements with proceeds of Bonds. 


Section 402. Tax Exemption Covenant for Tax-Exempt Bonds. The City covenants that it will not take any action, or fail to take any action 
required to be taken, if taking such action or failing to take such action would adversely affect the general exclusion from gross income of interest on any 
Tax-Exempt Bonds, from federal income taxation under the Code. 


Section 403. Arbitrage Covenant. (a) The City will not directly or indirectly (1) use or permit the use of any proceeds of any Tax-Exempt Bonds 
or other funds of the City or (2) take or omit to take any action required by Section 148(a) of the Code in order to maintain the exclusion from gross income 
of the interest on any Tax-Exempt Bonds for federal income tax purposes. To that end, the City will comply with all requirements of Section 148 of the 
Code to the extent applicable to the Bonds and the requirements set forth in the Non-Arbitrage and Tax Compliance Certificate of the City, 


(b) Without limiting the generality of subsection (a), above, the City agrees that there shall be paid by the City from time to time all 
amounts, if any, required to be rebated to the United States pursuant to Section 148(f) of the Code. This covenant shall survive payment in full or 
defeasance of the Tax-Exempt Bonds 


(c) Notwithstanding any provision of this Section, if the City obtains an opinion of Bond Counsel to the effect that any action required 
under this Section is no longer required, or that some further action is required, to maintain the exclusion from gross income of the interest of any Tax- 
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Exempt Bonds for federal income tax purposes pursuant to Section 103 of the Code, the City may conclusively rely on such opinion in complying with the 
provisions hereof. 


ARTICLE V 
BONDS FUNDS AND ACCOUNTS; DISPOSITION OF BONDS PROCEEDS 


Section 501. Establishment of Accounts and Funds, (a) Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to establish such accounts, subaccounts 
or other funds as shall be required for the payment of the Bonds, and for the payment of the Capital Improvements, including but not limited to, with such 
modifications or additions to facilitate the identification of such accounts, subaccounts or other funds: 


A Debt Retirement Fund; and 
B Capital Improvement Fund 


Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to establish such accounts, subaccounts or funds as shall be required for the issuance and delivery 
of the Bonds, if any, to accommodate the requirements of such series of Bonds, including, but not limited to, such accounts, subaccounts or funds 
necessary to facilitate the purchase and payment of variable rate bonds. Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to allocate any net original issue 
premium, if any, received upon the sale of the Bonds to such accounts and in such amounts as permitted by applicable law 


Section 502. Debt Retirement Fund. An Authorized Officer is authorized and directed to open a separate depository or trust account with a 
bank or trust company to be designated as the [2022/2023] CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION) DEBT 
RETIREMENT FUND (the “Debt Retirement Fund’). The Debt Retirement Fund may be pooled or combined with other debt retirement funds for issues of 
bonds of like character as provided by Act 34 or other state law. An amount sufficient to assure timely payment of the principal of and interest on the Bonds 
shall be transferred each year into the Debt Retirement Fund from the general fund of the City or other funds legally available therefor. The moneys 
deposited in the fund shall be used solely for the purpose of paying the principal of and interest on the Bonds and, as may be necessary, to rebate arbitrage 
earnings, if any, to the United States Department of Treasury as required by the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended. The accrued interest and 
premium, if any, received upon delivery of the Bonds shall also be deposited in the Debt Retirement Fund. 


The City may provide for the payment of principal of any of the Bonds issued as term bonds through the purchase of municipal securities in the 
‘open market at a price not greater than that payable on the next redemption date in order to satisfy all or part of the next succeeding scheduled mandatory 
redemption 


Section 503. Capital Improvement Fund. The City Treasurer is authorized and directed to create a fund designated as the [2022/2023] CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENT BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION) CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT FUND (the “Capital Improvement Fund’). The City 
Treasurer shall deposit the proceeds of the Bonds into the Capital Improvement Fund, less accrued interest and premium, if any, which shall be deposited 
into the Debt Retirement Fund. The moneys in the Capital Improvement Fund shall be used to pay the costs of the Capital Improvements and to pay the 
costs of issuance of the Bonds. Moneys remaining in the Capital Improvement Fund after completion of the Capital Improvements may be used for any 
purpose permitted by law. 


Section 504. Investment of Monies in the Bonds Funds and Accounts, (a) An Authorized Officer shall direct the investment of monies on deposit 
in the funds and accounts established hereunder, and the Transfer Agent, upon written direction or upon oral direction promptly confirmed in writing by an 
Authorized Officer, shall use its best efforts to invest monies on deposit in the funds and accounts in accordance with such direction 


(b) Monies on deposit in the funds and accounts established under this Article V may be invested in such investments and to the extent 
permitted by applicable law 


ARTICLE VI 
DEFEASANCE 


Section 601. Defeasance. Bonds shall be deemed to be paid in full upon the deposit in trust of cash or direct obligations of, or obligations the 
principal of and interest’ on which are unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of America, or any combination thereof, not redeemable at the 
option of the issuer thereof, the principal and interest payments upon which, without reinvestment thereof, will come due at such times and in such amounts, 
as to be fully sufficient to pay when due, the principal of such Bonds and interest to accrue thereon, as confirmed by a verification report prepared by an 
independent certified public accountant. Such cash and securities representing such obligations shall be deposited with a bank or trust company and held 
for the exclusive benefit of the Owners of such Bonds. After such deposit, such Bonds shall no longer be entitled to the benefits of this Resolution (except 
for any rights of transfer or exchange of Bonds as therein or herein provided for) and shall be payable solely from the funds deposited for such purpose 
and investment earnings, if any, thereon, and the lien of this Resolution for the benefit of such Bonds shall be discharged. 


ARTICLE Vil 
OTHER PROVISIONS OF GENERAL APPLICATION 


Section 701. Credit Enhancement. There is hereby authorized to be obtained a Municipal Bond Insurance Policy or other credit 
enhancement or a combination thereof to secure the payment of all or part of the Bonds, if, and provided that, it shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer that such cost of such Municipal Bond Insurance Policy or other credit enhancement or a combination thereof is less than the interest rate savings 
therefrom or otherwise that it is in the best interest of the City. Inthe event a commitment for a Municipal Bond Insurance Policy is obtained or a commitment 
for other credit enhancement is obtained, each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to approve the terms, perform such acts and execute such 
instruments that shall be required, necessary or desirable to effectuate the terms of such commitment and the transactions described therein and in this 
Resolution and the Sale Order provided that such terms are not materially adverse to the City. 


Section 702. Approval of Other Documents and Actions; Treasury Approval. The Authorized Officers and any other officers or employees of 


the City are hereby authorized and directed on behalf of the City to take any andall other actions, perform any and alll acts, including causing the publication 
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of the Notice of Intent, and execute any and all documents that shall be required, necessary or desirable to implement this Resolution. The Bonds shall 
neither be sold nor issued unless and only so long as the issuance of the Bonds as provided herein shall have been authorized and approved in accordance 
with the applicable provisions of Act 34 and Act 279 


Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to do and perform any and all acts and things with respect to the Bonds which are necessary and 
appropriate, consistent with this Resolution, including to pay the related fees, if any, to the Michigan Department of Treasury (the “Department”) at his or 
her discretion under Act 34 for an Order or Orders of Approval to issue all or a portion of the Bonds; to file applications with the Department for a waiver 
of the investment grade rating requirement; to enter into one or more dealer-manager agreements, remarketing agreements, indentures, letters of credit 
and reimbursement agreements, to seek such waivers or other Department approvals as necessary to implement the sale, delivery and security for the 
Bonds, and as required by the Department and Act 34; to pay any post-closing filing fees required by Act 34 to the Department or other specified agency, 
as a cost ofissuance or from other legally available funds; to secure ratings by bond rating agencies, if cost effective; to negotiate and acquire a Municipal 
Bond Insurance Policy and/or other credit enhancement, if any, to further secure the Bonds or any portions thereof: to acquire an irrevocable surety bond 
to fulfill the City’s obligation to fund any reserve account; and to incur and pay reasonable fees, costs and expenses incidental to the foregoing and other 
costs of issuance of the Bonds including, but not limited to fees and expenses of Bond Counsel, the Municipal Advisor, accountants and others, from Bond 
proceeds or other available funds, for and on behalf of the City. 


Section 703. Continuing Disclosure Undertaking. If the Bonds are sold pursuant to a negotiated or public/competitive sale, or as otherwise 
required, the City shall enter into a continuing disclosure undertaking pursuant to Rule 15¢2-12 promulgated by the Securities and Exchange Commission 
(the “Rule”) for the benefit of the holders and beneficial owners of the Bonds as to which the Rule is applicable, as more specifically set forth in Exhibit A 
hereto (the "Undertaking"); provided, however, that the terms of the Undertaking are subject to completion and modification prior to delivery of the Bonds 
to such extent as an Authorized Officer shall deem necessary to comply with law or market requirements of the Underwriters. Each Authorized Officer is 
hereby authorized to execute and deliver the Undertaking after completion and modification as provided in this Resolution and the Sale Order 


Section 704. Delegation to Authorized Officers. (a) Prior to the sale date or dates for the Bonds, an Authorized Officer may cause the preparation 
and approve the form and distribution of necessary City disclosure for any Preliminary Official Statement or Official Statement and other offering materials 
to be used in conjunction with the sale or offering of the Bonds, and an Authorized Officer may deem the City’s disclosure “final” for purposes of Rule 15¢2- 
12 of the Securities and Exchange Commission 


(b) Pursuant to the authority of Section 315(1)(d) of Act 34, each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to make the following 
determinations with respect to the Bonds within the parameters of this Resolution: (i) to determine the principal amounts of the Bonds to be issued on a 
fixed or variable interest rate basis and tax exempt or taxable basis; (ii) to determine the interest rate provisions, tender and other requirements for Bonds 
issued on a variable rate basis; (iii) to negotiate the terms for the sale of the Bonds to the Underwriters or other purchasers; (iv) to cause the Preliminary 
Official Statement and the final Official Statement for the Bonds to be prepared and circulated; and (v) to take such other actions and make such other 
determinations as may be necessary to accomplish the sale and delivery of the Bonds and the transactions contemplated by this Resolution, as shall be 
confirmed in the Sale Order. 


(c) Except as otherwise provided herein, all determinations and decisions of an Authorized Officer with respect to the issuance and sale 
of the Bonds as permitted or required by this Resolution shall be confirmed in a Sale Order or Sale Orders, and such confirmations shall constitute 
determinations that any conditions precedent to such determinations and decisions of any Authorized Officer have been fulfilled. 


Section 705. Approving Leaal Opinions with Respect to the Bonds. The sale of the Bonds shall be conditioned upon receiving, at the time of 
delivery, the approving opinion of Bond Counsel, approving legality of the Bonds and, with respect to Bonds determined by an Authorized Officer to be 
issued as Tax-Exempt Bonds, the exclusion from gross income of the interest paid thereon from federal and State income taxation only. 


Section 706. Method of Sale; Award. (a) The Bonds shall be sold at a negotiated sale described in subsection (b) below, or shall be sold at a 
public sale following the publication of an Official Notice of Sale as described in (c), below, all as shall be determined by an Authorized Officer to be in the 
best interests of the City based on the recommendation of Bond Counsel and the Municipal Advisor. 


(b) Negetiated Sale. In order to optimize the interest rate upon the issuance of the Bonds and in order to provide flexibility with respect to the 
sale date for the Bonds, the Bonds are authorized to be sold via a negotiated sale or private placement, based on recommendations of Bond Counsel and 
the Municipal Advisor. 


(c) Public Sale. If an Authorized Officer, based on recommendations of Bond Counsel and the Municipal Advisor, determines that it is in the 
best interests of the City to sell the Bonds at a public sale, then each Authorized Officer is authorized and directed to fix the date of sale of the Bonds and 
to publish an Official Notice of Sale relating to the Bonds in substantially the form attached as Exhibit C (the “Official Notice of Sale”), in accordance with 
law, once in either The Bond Buyer or other newspaper of general circulation at least seven days prior to the date fixed for receipt of bids for the purchase 
of the Bonds. The Authorized Officers, and each of them individually, are hereby authorized to act for and on behalf of the City to receive bids for the 
purchase of the Bonds and to take all other steps necessary in connection with the sale, award and delivery thereof. 


Section 707. Delivery of Bonds, Subject to the provisions of the Sale Order, each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to deliver the Bonds 
to the Underwriters upon receiving the purchase price therefor in lawful money of the United States. 


Section 708. Official Statement. Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to execute the Official Statement or other offering materials with 
respect to the Bonds in the form approved by an Authorized Officer with such changes as an Authorized Officer may authorize. Such Official Statement 
or other offering materials to be used in conjunction with the sale or offering of the Bonds are hereby authorized to be printed and used by the Underwriters 
in connection with the sale of the Bonds to the public. Circulation of the Preliminary Official Statement, if any, or other preliminary offering materials by 
the Underwriters is hereby approved 


Section 709. Appointment _of Bond Counsel, Municipal Advisor; Engagement of Other Parties. The appointment of the law firm of Dykema 
Gossett PLLC of Lansing, Michigan, as Bond Counsel for the Bonds is hereby ratified and confirmed, notwithstanding the periodic representation by 
Dykema Gossett PLLC in unrelated matters of other parties and potential parties to the issuance of the Bonds. The fees and expenses of Bond Counsel 
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and other accumulated bond-related fees and expenses shall be payable as a cost of issuance from proceeds of the Bonds or other available funds in 
accordance with the letter of such firm on file with the City. 


The appointment of Robert W. Baird & Co. Incorporated as Municipal Advisor for the Bonds is hereby ratified and confirmed. The fees and 
expenses of the Municipal Advisor and other accumulated bond related fees and expenses shall be payable as a cost of issuance from proceeds of the 
Bonds or other available funds in accordance with the letter of such firm on file with the City, 


Each Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to engage other necessary professionals as he or she deems necessary and appropriate in 
connection with the sale, issuance and delivery of the Bonds and to pay the fees and expenses thereof from the proceeds of the Bonds or other available 
funds. 


Section 710. No Recourse Under Resolution, All covenants, agreements and obligations of the City contained in this Resolution shall be 
deemed to be the covenants, agreements and obligations of the City and not of any councilperson, member, officer or employee of the City in his or her 
individual capacity, and no recourse shall be had for the payment of the principal of or interest on the Bonds or for any claim based thereon or on this 
Resolution against any councilperson, member, officer or employee of the City or any person executing the Bonds in his or her official individual capacity 


Section 711. Severability. If any one or more sections, clauses or provisions of this Resolution shall be determined by a court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid or ineffective for any reason, such determination shall in no way affect the validity and effectiveness of the remaining sections, 
clauses and provisions hereof. 


Section 712. Cover Page, Table of Contents and Article and Section Headings. The cover page, table of contents and Article and Section 
headings hereof are solely for convenience of reference and do not constitute a part of this Resolution, and none of them shall affect its meaning, 
construction or effect. 


Section 713. Conflict. All resolutions or parts of resolutions or other proceedings of the City in conflict herewith shall be and the same hereby 
are repealed insofar as such conflict exists. 


Section 714. Governing Law and Jurisdiction. This Resolution shall be governed by and construed in accordance with the laws of the State. 


Section 715. Resolution and Sale Order are a Contract, The provisions of this Resolution and the Sale Order shall constitute a contract between 
the City, the Bondholders and the Bond Insurer, if any. 


Section 716. Effective Date. This Resolution shall take effect immediately upon its adoption by the Council

Section 1. That Chapter 1300, Sections 1300.02, 1300.04, 1300.09, and 1300.11 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be 
and is hereby amended and Section 1300.17 is added to read as follows: 
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1300.02. Definitions, interpretation and conflicts 
For the purposes of this chapter 

(a) Any term defined by the Michigan Medical Marihuana Act, MCL 333.26421 et seq., as amended (’MMMA"), the Medical Marihuana Facilities 
Licensing Act, MCL 333.2701 et seq. (MMFLA), as amended, the Marihuana Tracking Act ("MTA"), MCL 333.27901 et seq., the Michigan Regulation and 
Taxation of Marihuana Act (MRTMA"), MCL 333.27951 et seq., shall have the definition given in those acts; if the definition of a word or phrase set forth 
in this chapter conflicts with the definition in the MMMA, MMFLA or MTA, or if a term is not defined but is defined in the MMMA, MMELA MTA, or MRTMA 
then the definition in the MMMA, MMELA, MTA, or MRTMA shall apply 

(b) Any term defined by 21 USC 860(e) referenced in this chapter shall have the definition given by 21 USC 860(e) 

(c) This chapter shall not limit an individual or entity's rights under the MMMA, MMFLA, MTA, or MRTMA and these acts supersede this chapter 
where there is a conflict between them and the immunities and protections established in the MMMA and MRTMA unless superseded or preempted by 
the MMELA and/or MRTMA. 

@) All activities related to medical marihuana, including those related to a Medical Marihuana Provisioning Center, a Medical Marihuana Grower 
Facility, a Medical Marihuana Secure Transporter, a Medical Marihuana Processor or a Medical Marihuana Safety Compliance Facility shall be in 
compliance with the rules of the Marihuana Regulatory Agency, the rules of the Michigan Department of Licensing and Regulatory Affairs, or any successor 
agency, the rules and regulations of the City, the MMMA, MMFLA and the MTA. 


(e) All activities related to non-medical marihuana shall be in compliance with the rules of the Michigan Department of Licensing and Regulatory 
Affairs, or any successor agency, the rules and regulations of the City and MRTMA. 
0) Any use which purports to have engaged in the cultivation or processing of marihuana into a usable form, or the distribution of marihuana, or 


the testing of marihuana either prior to or after enactment of this chapter without obtaining the required licensing set forth in this chapter shall be deemed 
tobe an illegally established use and therefore not entitled to legal nonconforming status under the provisions of this chapter, and/or State law. Any license 
granted pursuant to this chapter shall be exclusive to the licensee, and is a revocable privilege. Granting a license does not create or vest any right, title, 
franchise, or other property right 
() The following terms shall have the definitions given 

Application/.icense Application means an application for a license pursuant to the terms and conditions set forth in Sections 1300.04 and 
1300.05 

Application for a License Renewal means an application for a license renewal pursuant to the terms and conditions of Section 1300.07 

Buffered Use means a use subject to the buffering and dispersion requirements of Sections 1300.10 and 1300.11 

Building means an independent, enclosed structure having a roof supported by columns or walls, intended and/or used for shelter or enclosure 
of persons or chattels. When any portion of a structure is completely separated from every other part by dividing walls from the ground up, and without 
openings, each portion of such structure shall be deemed a separate structure, regardless of whether the portions of such structure share common pipes, 
ducts, boilers, tanks, furnaces, or other such systems. This definition refers only to permanent structures, and does not include tents, sheds, greenhouses 
and private garages on residential property, stables, or other accessory structures not in compliance with MMMA or MRTMA. A building does not include 
such structures with interior areas not normally accessible for human use, such as gas holders, tanks, smoke stacks, grain elevators, coal bunkers, oil 
cracking towers or similar structures. 

Chapter means this Chapter 1300. 

Church means an entire space set apart primarily for purposes of public worship, and which is tax exempt under the laws of this state, and in 
which religious services are held, and the entire building structure of which is kept for that use and not put to any other use inconsistent with that use 

City means the City of Lansing, Michigan 

Clerk shall mean the City Clerk of Lansing, Michigan 

Couneil or City Councif means the City Council of Lansing, Michigan 

Employee means any individual who is employed by an employer in return for the payment of direct or indirect monetary wages or profit, under 
contract, and any individual who volunteers his or her services to an employer for no monetary compensation, or any individual who performs work or 
renders services, for any period of time, at the direction of an owner, lessee, of other person in charge of a place 

License means a license issued for the operation of a medical marihuana facility or marihuana establishment pursuant to the terms and 
conditions of this chapter and includes a license which has been renewed pursuant to Section 1300.07 

Licensee means a person issued a license for a medical marihuana facility or marihuana establishment pursuant to this chapter: 

Limit means a competitive application process by which the municipality selects applicants who are best suited to operate in compliance with 
the Michigan Regulation and Taxation of Marihuana Act and this chapter and prevents the Department of Licensing and Regulatory Affairs from issuing a 
State license within the municipality's jurisdiction if the applicant is not selected, in compliance with MCL § 333.27956(1) and MCL § 333.27959(4).

() All persons working in direct contact with marihuana shall conform to hygienic practices while on duty, including but not limited to: 


(1) Maintaining adequate personal cleanliness; 
(2) Washing hands thoroughly in adequate hand-washing areas before starting work and at any other time when the hands may have 
become soiled or contaminated; 

(3) Refraining from having direct contact with medical marihuana if the person has or may have an illness, open lesion, including boils,

(k) Marihuana operations must be kept clean and in good repair, including proper disposal of all waste and litter

TO THE SYSTEM, AND PAYING COSTS RELATING THERETO; AUTHORIZING DETERMINATION OF STANDING AND PRIORITY OF LIEN WITH 
RESPECT TO OUTSTANDING SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM REVENUE BONDS OF THE CITY ISSUED UNDER CITY ORDINANCE NO. 29-A, AS 
AMENDED AND SUPPLEMENTED; PROVIDING FOR RETIREMENT AND SECURITY OF THE BONDS HEREIN AUTHORIZED; ACCEPTING ONE OR 
MORE GRANTS AND AUTHORIZING SUCH AGREEMENTS AND ACTIONS RELATED TO SUCH ACCEPTANCE; AND PROVIDING FOR OTHER 
MATTERS RELATIVE THERETO. 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, State of Michigan (the “City”) by Ordinance No. 29-A, as amended and supplemented 
by Ordinance Nos. 31-A, 32-A, 33-A, 35-A, 838, 873, 993, 0544, 2010-423 and 2012-269, and by Resolution No. 2021-264 (collectively, the “Outstanding 
Bond Ordinances”) has provided for the issuance by the City of Sewage Disposal System Revenue Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Department of Environment, Great Lakes, and Energy (“EGLE”), through its Administrative Consent Order #ACO- 
05153 (the “Consent Order”) dated December 12, 2019, ordered the City to abate raw sewage overflows from its sewerage collection system; and 


WHEREAS, EGLE and the City have agreed to implement the City's Wet Weather Control Plan, as amended (the “Wet Weather Control Plan”), in 
compliance with the Consent Order; 


WHEREAS, it is now deemed necessary by the City Council of the City (the “Counci!’) to equip, improve, rehabilitate, acquire, construct and install certain 
improvements to the City’s Sewage Disposal System (the “System”), including but not limited to sanitary sewer overflow remediation, together with any 
appurtenances and attachments thereto and any related site acquisitions or improvements (the “2023 SRF Improvements”) in compliance with the plans 
approved under the Consent Order and according to the Wet Weather Control Plan; and 


WHEREAS, Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended (“Act 94”), authorizes the Council to issue bonds under Act 94 without submitting the 
proposition to the voters of the City for approval and without publishing a notice of intent when the bonds are issued to comply with an order or permit 
requirement of a state or federal agency of competent jurisdiction to prevent or limit pollution of the environment; and 


WHEREAS, the City intends to finance construction and acquisition of the 2023 SRF Improvements through issuance of sewage disposal system revenue 
bonds (the “2023 SRF Bonds”), and to sell the 2023 SRF Bonds to the Michigan Finance Authority (the “Authority’); and 


WHEREAS, Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A authorizes the issuance of revenue bonds of equal standing and priority of lien with the Outstanding Senior 
Lien Bonds authorized by the Outstanding Bond Ordinances as follows: 


(a) For subsequent repairs, extensions, enlargements and improvements to the System or for the purpose of 
refunding part of any Bonds then outstanding and paying costs of issuing such Additional Bonds including 
deposits which may be required to be made to the Bond Reserve Account. Bonds for such purposes shall not be 
issued pursuant to this subparagraph (a) unless the average actual or augmented Net Revenues of the System 
for the then last two (2) preceding twelve month operating years or the actual or augmented Net Revenues for 
the last preceding twelve month operating year, if the same shall be lower than the average, shall be equal to at 
least one hundred thirty (130%) percent of the maximum amount of principal and interest thereafter maturing in 
any operating year on the then outstanding Bonds and on the Additional Bonds then being issued. If the Additional 
Bonds are to be issued in whole or in part for refunding outstanding Bonds the maximum annual principal and 
interest requirements shall be determined by deducting from the principal and interest requirements for each 
operating year the annual principal and interest requirements of any Bonds to be refunded from the proceeds of 
the Additional Bonds. For purposes of this subparagraph (a) the City may elect to use as the last preceding 
operating year any operating year ending not more than sixteen months from the date of delivery of the Additional 
Bonds and as the next to the last preceding operating year, any operating year ending not more than twenty-eight 
months from the date of delivery of the Additional Bonds. If the System rates, fees or charges shall be increased 
at or prior to the time of authorizing the Additional Bonds, the Net Revenues for each of the two preceding 
operating years shall be augmented by an amount reflecting the effect of the increase had the System's billings 
during such operating years been at the increased rates. In addition, the actual Net Revenues for each of the two 
preceding operating years may be augmented by the estimated increase in Net Revenues to accrue as a result 
of the acquisition of the repairs, extensions, enlargements and improvements to said System to be paid for in 
whole or in part from the proceeds of the Additional Bonds to be issued. In addition, the actual Net Revenues 
may be augmented by an amount equal to the investment income representing interest on investments estimated 
to be received each operating year from the addition to the Bond Reserve Account to be funded from the proceeds 
of the Additional Bonds being issued. Determination by the Council as to existence of conditions permitting the 
issuance of Additional Bonds shall be conclusive. No Additional Bonds of equal standing as to the Net Revenues 
of the System shall be issued pursuant to the authorization contained in this subparagraph if the City shall then 
be in default in making its required payments to the Operation and Maintenance Fund or the Redemption Fund; 
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WHEREAS, the City has met or will meet all the conditions and requirements of Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A for the issuance of the proposed 2023 
SRF Bonds as bonds of equal standing and priority of lien with the Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds issued pursuant to the Outstanding Bond Ordinances, 
or such 2023 SRF Bonds will be issued on a subordinate, junior lien basis to the Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds and on equal standing and priority of lien 
with the Outstanding Junior Lien Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, all things necessary to the authorization and issuance of the 2023 SRF Bonds under the Constitution and laws of the State of Michigan, 
particularly Act 94, the Charter and ordinances of the City, and the Outstanding Bond Ordinances, have been done or will be done, and the Council is now 
empowered and desires to authorize the issuance and sale of the 2023 SRF Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, the City has been awarded one or more grants from the Michigan Department of Environment, Great Lakes, and Energy ("EGLE") pursuant 
to the American Rescue Plan legislation, and appropriated pursuant to Michigan Public Act 53 of 2022, pursuant to America’s Water Infrastructure Act of 
2018, which amended section 221 of the Clean Water Act to reauthorize Sewer Overflow and Stormwater Reuse Municipal Grants administered by EGLE’s 
Water Resources Division, or pursuant to such other legislation or appropriations for the benefit of the 2023 SRF Improvements (collectively, the "Grant”) 
in an aggregate amount of approximately Seventeen Million Dollars ($17,000,000), or approximately fifty-two percent (52%) of the amount of the 2023 
SRF Improvements eligible for financing through the State Revolving Fund program; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to this Resolution, the City, by and through the Council, wishes to accept and appropriate the Grant to support the financing of the 
2023 SRF Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, the Council wishes to authorize the Authorized Officers (as defined herein) to finalize the terms of the issuance and sale of the 2023 SRF 
Bonds and to take any actions necessary to receive the Grant, without further resolution of the Council. 


NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF LANSING RESOLVES: 


Section 1. Definitions. All terms not defined herein shall have the meanings set forth in the Outstanding Bond Ordinances and whenever used 
in this Resolution, except when otherwise indicated by the context, the following terms shall have the following meanings: 


(a) "2023 SRF Construction Fund” means the 2023 SRF Construction Fund established pursuant to Section 10 of this Resolution for the deposit 
of the proceeds of the 2023 SRF Bonds for the purpose of constructing and acquiring the 2023 SRF Improvements. 


(b) “2023 SRF Improvements” means the following improvements to the System: equipping, improving, rehabilitating, acquiring, constructing 
and installing certain improvements to the City’s Sewage Disposal System, including but not limited to sanitary sewer overflow remediation, together with 
any appurtenances and attachments thereto and any related site acquisitions or improvements as required under the Consent Order and evidenced in the 
Wet Weather Control Plan 


(c) "2023 SRF Bonds” means the Sewage Disposal System SRF Revenue Bonds, Series 2023 authorized by Section 5 of this Resolution for 
the purpose of paying for the 2023 SRF Improvements and paying the costs of issuing the 2023 SRF Bonds. 


(a) “Authority” means the Michigan Finance Authority. 


(e) “Authorized Officer” means any one of the following officials of the City: the Mayor, the Deputy Mayor, the Finance Director, the Chief 
Strategy Officer or the Interim Finance Director. 


(f) "Bond Reserve Requirement” means the lesser of (1) maximum annual debt service due on the Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds (including 
the 2023 SRF Bonds, if applicable), (2) 125% of the average annual debt service on Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds, or (3) 10% of the original aggregate 
face amount of each series of bonds currently outstanding, reduced by the net original issue discount, if any. 


(g) “Junior Lien Bonds” means any bonds issued on a subordinate basis to any of the City’s Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds and on a parity 
basis with the City’s Outstanding Junior Lien Bonds. 


(h) “Outstanding Junior Lien Bonds” means the City’s Sewage Disposal System Revenue Bonds (SRF Project #5005-24) (Junior Lien), Series 
2022 


(i) “Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds” means any bonds currently outstanding under the Outstanding Bond Ordinances, which have not been 
paid or defeased, payable on a priority basis over the City’s Outstanding Junior Lien Bonds or any additional Junior Lien Bonds. 


(j) “Outstanding Bond Ordinances” means Ordinance No. 29-A, as amended and supplemented by Ordinance Nos. 30-A, 31-A, 32-A, 33-A, 35- 
A, 838, 873, 993, 0544,, 2010-423 and 2012-269 and by Resolution No. 2021-264. 


(k) “Senior Lien Bonds’ means any bonds issued pursuant to Section 19 of Ordinance 29-A and on a parity basis with the City’s 
Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds. 


0 “SRF Program” means the State of Michigan Revolving Fund Program 
Section 2. Conditions Permitting Issuance of Additional Bonds. Pursuant to Section 19 of Ordinance 29-A, if the 2023 SRF Bonds will be of 


equal standing and priority of lien to the Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds, the Council hereby determines that the 2023 SRF Bonds will be issued within the 
following parameters: 


(a) the average actual or augmented Net Revenues of the System for two consecutive preceding twelve-month operating years ending not more 
than twenty-eight months from the date of delivery of the 2023 SRF Bonds are equal to at least 130% of the maximum amount of principal and interest 
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thereafter maturing in any operating year on the then Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds and the 2023 SRF Bonds, as required by Section 19(a) of Ordinance 
No. 29-A; and 


(b) the City is not in default in making its required payments to the Operation and Maintenance Fund or the Redemption Fund established by 
Ordinance No. 29-A 


As applicable, an Authorized Officer shall determine that the conditions of the Outstanding Bond Ordinances including Section 19 of Ordinance 
29-A for the issuance of the 2023 SRF Bonds as Senior Lien Bonds have been met. 


If the 2023 SRF Bonds will be issued as Junior Lien Bonds, the 2023 SRF Bonds will otherwise be issued pursuant to the requirements of State 
of Michigan law, the Outstanding Ordinances and specifically the projected annual Net Revenues of the System after payment of the Outstanding Senior 
Lien Bonds will be at least 1.0x the annual principal and interest due on the 2023 SRF Bonds and any other Outstanding Junior Lien Bonds. 


An Authorized Officer is authorized to direct the creation of such accounts and subaccounts within the Funds created by Ordinance 29-A, 
including but not limited to for the purposes of setting aside Revenues each month as described in Section 13 of Ordinance 29-A for the purpose of paying 
principal and interest on the 2023 SRF Bonds issued as Junior Lien Bonds, after Revenues have been allocated as required for the Outstanding Senior 
Lien Bonds. 


Section 3. Necessity of 2023 SRF Improvements. It is hereby determined to be necessary for the public health and welfare of the City to proceed 
to acquire and construct the 2023 SRF Improvements in accordance with approved plans and specifications. 


Section 4. Cost and Useful Life of 2023 SRF Improvements, The cost of the improvements to support the City's Wet Weather Control Plan 
(including the 2023 SRF Improvements) is estimated not to exceed Sixty-One Million Dollars ($61,000,000) including the payment of incidental expenses 
as specified in Section 5 of this Resolution, which estimate of cost is hereby approved and confirmed, and the period of usefulness of the 2023 SRF 
Improvements is estimated to be not less than thirty (30) years. 


Section 5. Payment of Costs of 2023 SRF Improvements and Authorization of 2023 SRF Bonds. It is hereby determined that the City shall 
borrow the sum of not-to-exceed Twenty-Six Million Dollars ($26,000,000), with such maximum amount being reduced by an amount commensurate with 
the amount of the Grant ultimately realized by the City, and as finally determined by an Authorized Officer upon the sale of thereof, and the 2023 SRF 
Bonds shall be issued pursuant to the provisions of Act 94 to pay the cost of acquiring and constructing the 2023 SRF Improvements, including the payment 
of engineering, legal, financial, bond insurance, underwriter’s discount and other expenses incident thereto and incident to the issuance and sale of the 
2023 SRF Bonds. The balance of the cost of the 2023 SRF Improvements, if any, will be paid from other funds of the City legally available therefor 


The 2023 SRF Bonds shall be designated as the SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM [JUNIOR LIEN] REVENUE BONDS (SRF PROJECT #5005- 
25), SERIES 2023, with such modifications as may be approved by an Authorized Officer, and, unless required by the Authority and as authorized by Act 
94, shall not be a general obligation of the City, but be revenue bonds, payable solely out of the Net Revenues of the System. The 2023 SRF Bonds may 
constitute an Additional Bond as defined in the Outstanding Bond Ordinances, having equal standing and priority of lien as to the Net Revenues of the 
‘System with the Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds, or the 2023 SRF Bonds may be issued as Junior Lien Bonds, as determined by an Authorized Officer. 


Section 6. Year of Sale. Ifthe 2023 SRF Bonds, or any series thereof, are not sold or delivered in calendar year 2023, then references to the 
name of the bonds, funds and accounts approved by this Resolution may be changed toreflect the year in which such bonds will be sold or delivered 


Section 7. 2023 SRF Bond Details. The 2023 SRF Bonds shall be issued in the form of one or more fully-registered, nonconvertible bonds, 
dated as of the date of delivery, payable in annual principal installments in the amounts and on the dates as determined by the order of the EGLE and 
approved by the Authority and the Authorized Officer, provided that the final payment on the 2023 SRF Bonds shall occur within the period of usefulness 
of the 2023 SRF Improvements as set forth in Section 4 of this Resolution. Final determination of the principal amount and the payment dates and amounts 
of principal installments of the 2023 SRF Bonds shall be evidenced by execution of a Purchase Contract (the “Purchase Contract”) between the City 
and the Authority providing for sale of the 2023 SRF Bonds, and the Authorized Officer is authorized and directed to execute and deliver the Purchase 
Contract 


The 2023 SRF Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to be determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of execution of the Purchase 
Contract, but in any event not exceeding the maximum amount permitted by law, payable semiannually on the dates as determined in the Purchase 
Contract. In addition, if required by the Authority, the 2023 SRF Bonds will bear additional interest, under the terms required by the Authority, in the 
event of a default by the City in the payment of principal or interest on the 2023 SRF Bonds when due. The 2023 SRF Bonds principal amount is 
expected to be drawn down by the City periodically, and interest on each installment of the principal amount shall accrue from the date such principal 
installment is drawn down by the City. Principal installments of the 2023 SRF Bonds will be subject to prepayment prior to maturity as permitted by the 
Authority and approved by the Authorized Officer 


The Mayor and City Clerk are authorized to execute the 2023 SRF Bonds by manual ot facsimile signature. If required, at least one signature 
on the 2023 SRF Bonds shall be a manual signature. The 2023 SRF Bonds shall have the facsimile corporate seal of the City printed or impressed 
thereon. The 2023 SRF Bonds may be transferred by the bondholder as provided in the 2023 SRF Bonds as executed 


Section 8. State Revenue Sharing Pledge. If required by the Authority, as additional security for repayment of the 2023 SRF Bonds, the Council 
agrees to pledge the state revenue sharing payments that the City is eligible to receive from the State of Michigan under Act 140, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1971, as amended, tothe Authority as purchaser and holder of the 2023 SRF Bonds. The Authorized Officer is authorized to execute and deliver a revenue 
sharing pledge agreement between the City and the Authority, 


Section 9. Applicability of the Outstanding Bond Ordinances. Except to the extent supplemented or otherwise provided in this Resolution (such 
as if the 2023 SRF Bonds are issued on a subordinate basis to the Outstanding Bonds), the provisions and covenants provided in the Outstanding Bond 
Ordinances shall apply to the 2023 SRF Bonds issued pursuant to provisions of this Resolution, such provisions of said Ordinances being made applicable 
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to the 2023 SRF Bonds herein authorized, the same as though said 2023 SRF Bonds were originally authorized and issued as a part of the Outstanding 
Bonds issued pursuant to the Outstanding Bond Ordinances. 


Section 10. 2023 SRF Bond Proceeds. The proceeds of the sale of the 2023 SRF Bonds as received by the City shall be deposited in an 
account separate from other money of the City and held in a bank or banks qualified to act as depository of the proceeds of sale under the provisions of 
Section 15 of Act 94 designated "2023 SRF Project Construction Fund’ (the "2023 SRF Construction Fund’). Moneys in the 2023 SRF Construction 
Fund shall be applied solely in payment of the cost of the 2023 SRF Improvements including any engineering, legal and other expenses incident thereto 
and to the costs of issuance of the 2023 SRF Bonds. Any balance remaining in the 2023 SRF Construction Fund after completion of the 2023 SRF 
Improvements may be used for any other improvements to the System if such use is permitted by state law and will not cause the interest on the 2023 
SRF Bonds tobe included in gross income for federal income tax purposes within the meaning of the Internal Revenue Code. Any remaining balance shall 
be paid into the Redemption Fund and used as permitted by state law 


Section 11. Bond Reserve Requirement. The City hereby covenants and agrees with the holders of the Bonds that, if an Authorized Officer 
determines that the 2023 SRF Bonds shall have equal standing and priority of lien with the Outstanding Bonds, the City shall maintain on deposit in the 
Bond Reserve Account an amount not less than the Bond Reserve Requirement. If at any time there is any excess in the Bond Reserve Account over the 
Bond Reserve Requirement, such excess may be transferred to such fund or account as the City shall direct. 


Section 12. Bond Form, The 2023 SRF Bonds shall be in substantially the following form subject to changes, including references to additional 
security, as may be required by the Authority:

Section 13. Reimbursement; Non-Arbitrage Covenant. The City declares that it reasonably expects to make advances of funds to make 2023 
SRF Improvements. The City makes the following declarations for the purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas. Reg. §1.150-2 
pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the “Code”) 


(a) As of the date hereof, the City reasonably expects to reimburse the City for the expenditures described in (b) below with proceeds of debt 
to be incurred by the City. 


(b) The expenditures described in this paragraph (b) are for the costs of acquiring and constructing the 2023 SRF Improvements which were or 
will be paid subsequent to sixty (60) days prior to the date hereof. 


The City covenants and agrees with the holders of the 2023 SRF Bonds that as long as any of the 2023 SRF Bonds remain outstanding and 
unpaid as to either principal or interest, the City shall not invest, reinvest or accumulate any moneys deemed to be proceeds of the 2023 SRF Bonds 
pursuant to the Code in such a manner as to cause the 2023 SRF Bonds to be ‘arbitrage bonds” within the meaning of the Code. The City hereby 
covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it will take all actions within its control and that it shall not fail to take any action as may be necessary to 
maintain the exemption of interest on the 2023 SRF Bonds from gross income for federal income tax purposes, including but not limited to, actions 
relating to the rebate of arbitrage earnings, if applicable, and the expenditure and investment of bond proceeds and moneys deemed to be bond 
proceeds, all as more fully set forth in the Non-Arbitrage and Tax Compliance Certificate to be delivered by the City with the 2023 SRF Bonds. 


Section 14. Municipal Advisor. The City hereby confirms Robert W. Baird & Co. Incorporated, as Municipal Advisor for the 2023 SRF Bonds. 


Section 15. Negotiated Sale; Application to EGLE and Authority. The Council has considered the option of selling the 2023 SRF Bonds 
through a competitive sale and a negotiated sale and determines that it is in the best interest of the City to negotiate the sale of the 2023 SRF Bonds to 
the Authority because the State Revolving Fund financing program provides significant savings to the City compared to a competitive sale in the 
municipal bond market. The Authorized Officer and the City’s Director of Public Works are authorized to apply to the Authority and to EGLE for 
placement of the 2023 SRF Bonds with the Authority. The actions taken by the Authorized Officer and the Director of Public Works with respect to the 
2023 SRF Bonds prior to the adoption of this Resolution are ratified and confirmed. The Authorized Officer is authorized to sell the 2023 SRF Bonds to 
the Authority and to execute and deliver the Purchase Contract, the Supplemental Agreement and the Issuer's Certificate in the forms provided by the 
Authority. The Authorized Officer and the Director of Public Works are further authorized to execute and deliver such contracts, documents and 
certificates as are necessary or advisable to qualify the 2023 SRF Bonds for the State Revolving Fund program 


Section 16. Bond Counsel. The City hereby appoints Dykema Gossett PLLC as Bond Counsel with respect to the 2023 SRF Bonds 
notwithstanding Dykema’s occasional representation of the Authority in other unrelated transactions. 


Section 17. Acceptance of Grant, The Council accepts the Grant in an aggregate amount of approximately Seventeen Million Dollars 
($17,000,000), or approximately fifty-two percent (52%) of the amount of the 2023 SRF Improvements eligible for financing through the State Revolving 
Fund program and appropriates such funds as necessary to support the financing of or provide security for the 2023 SRF Improvements. The total 
amount of the Grant funds may be received in one or more distributions. An Authorized Officer is authorized to cause to be created appropriate 
accounts to make necessary operating transfers for the expenditure and control of the balance of the awarded Grant for the benefit of the 2023 SRF 
Improvements as ultimately designed. The acceptance, approvals and authorizations contained in this Resolution will apply to the Grant, including if the 
amount of the Grant is increased from time to time, and including the negotiation and execution of any additional documentation reflecting such 
increases. 


Section 18. Other Actions. The officers, administrators, agents and attorneys of the City are authorized and directed to take all other actions 
necessary and to facilitate issuance, sale, and delivery of the 2023 SRF Bonds and receipt of the Grant, and to execute and deliver all other 
agreements, documents, and certificates and to take all other actions necessary or convenient to complete the issuance and delivery of the 2023 SRF 
Bonds and receipt of the Grant in accordance with this Resolution, and to pay costs of issuance including Bond Counsel fees, Municipal Advisor fees, 
filing fees with State Treasury, costs of printing the 2023 SRF Bonds, and any other costs necessary to accomplish sale and delivery of the 2023 SRF 
Bonds. The Authorized Officer is authorized to determine final bond details for the 2023 SRF Bonds and the final Grant details, to the extent necessary 
or convenient to complete the transactions authorized by this Resolution, to exercise the authority and make determinations authorized pursuant to 
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Section 7a(1)(c) of Act 94, including but not limited to determinations regarding interest rates, prices, discounts, maturities, principal amounts, 
denominations, dates of issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, the place of delivery and payment, and other matters 


Section 19. Rates and Charges, Rates shall be fixed and revised from time to time by the Council so as to produce amounts that are sufficient 
to pay the expenses of administration and the costs of operation and maintenance of the System, to provide an amount of revenues adequate for the 
payment of principal of and interest on the SRF 2023 Bonds, reserve, replacement and improvement requirements, if any, and to otherwise comply with 
all requirements and covenants provided herein; and such that are reasonably expected to yield annual Net Revenues of the System to maintain 
compliance with Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A for any then Outstanding Senior Lien Bonds and equal to at least 100% of the average annual principal 
and interest thereafter maturing in any fiscal year on the then Outstanding Junior Lien Bonds; and promptly upon any material change in the circumstances 
which were not contemplated at the time such rates and charges were most recently reviewed, but not less frequently than once in each fiscal year, review 
the rates and charges for its services and promptly revise such rates and charges as necessary to comply with the foregoing requirement. The rates and 
charges for all services and facilities rendered by the System shall be reasonable and just, taking into consideration the costs and value of the System, 
the cost of maintaining, repairing, and operating the System, and the amounts necessary for the retirement of all SRF 2023 Bonds and interest accruing 
on all SRF 2023 Bonds, and there shall be charged such rates and charges as shall be adequate to meet the requirement of this and the preceding 
sections 


Section 20. No Free Service. No free service shall be furnished by the System to the City or to any individual, firm or corporation, public or 
private, or to any agency or instrumentality 


Section 21. Defeasance. In the event cash or direct obligations of the United States or obligations the principal of and interest on which are 
guaranteed by the United States, or a combination thereof, the principal of and interest on which, without reinvestment, come due at times and in 
amounts sufficient to pay at maturity or irrevocable call for earlier optional or mandatory redemption, the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on any 
of the 2023 SRF bonds, shall be deposited in trust, this Resolution shall be defeased with respect to such Bonds (the “Defeased Bonds”), and the 
owners of the Defeased Bonds shall have no further rights under this Resolution except to receive payment of the principal of, premium, if any, and 
interest on the bonds from the cash or securities deposited in trust and the interest and gains thereon and to transfer and exchange bonds as provided 
herein. Defeased Bonds shall be treated as if they have been redeemed for all purposes under this Resolution 


Section 22. Fiscal Year of System. The fiscal year for operating the System shall coincide with the fiscal year of the City 


Section 23. Repeal, Savings Clause. All ordinances, resolutions of orders, or parts thereof, in conflict with the provisions of the Ordinance are 
repealed 


Section 24. Severability; Paragraph Headings, and Conflict. If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this Resolution shall be held 
invalid, the invalidity of such action, paragraph, clause or provision shall not affect any of the other provisions of this Resolution. The paragraph 
headings in this Resolution are furnished for convenience of reference only and shall not be considered to a part of this Resolution. 


Section 25. Publication and Recordation. This Resolution shall be published in full in the Lansing City Pulse, a newspaper of general 
circulation in the City of Lansing, qualified under State law to publish legal notices, promptly after its adoption, and shall be recorded in the Ordinance 
Book of the City and such recording authenticated by the signatures of the President of the Council and the City Clerk 


Section 26. Effective Date. As provided in Act 94, this Resolution shall be effective upon its adoption.

An Ordinance of the City of Lansing, Michigan to amend the Lansing Codified Ordinances by Adding Chapter 291, Sections 291.01- 
291.04, to establish a conflict of interest policy and regulations for U.S. Depart ment of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) Programs and 
Funding; including, but not limited to, Continuum of Care (24 CFR 578.95); Emergency Services Grants (24 CFR 576.404); and CDBG (24 CFR 
570.611, 24 CFR 578.95, 24 CFR 576.404); and to provide penalties for any violations of the provisions of this ordinance. 
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The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances of Lansing, MI be and is hereby amended by adding Chapter 291, Sections 291.01-291.04 and shall 
read as follows: 


291.01 - Establishment 

This Ordinance adopts a Conflict of Interest Policy, including regulations, for U.S. Housing and Urban Development (HUD) programs 
administered by the City of Lansing (City).The purpose of this policy is to adopt the process and regulations by which the City of Lansing 
(“City”) administers the use of HUD funds for the administration, including financial administration, of any program established and funded by 
HUD, including, but not limited to, Continuum of Care, (24 CFR 578.95); Emergency Services Grants, (24CFR576.404); Community Development 
Block Grant (24 CFR 570.611);, and the HOME Investment Part nership Program, (24 CFR 92.356) and of 2 CFR 200.318 to prevent any real or 
perceived conflict of interest with regard to the use of these funds. A conflict of interest exists where there is an actual or perceived potential 
gain or bias by an employee of the City. An apparent conflict of interest arises when a City employee is invol ved in a particular matter and the 
circumstances are such that a reasonable person with knowedge of the relevant facts would question the impartiality of the empl oyee in the 
matter. Family member, for purposes of this policy, is defined as any person related by blood or adoption as detailed in the City Personnel 
Policy. 

In addition, the federal procurement standards found at 2 CFR 200.318 are incorporated by reference into this policy as regulations. 

(a) Conflict of Interest Application. Conflict of interest provisions are applicable to any person or entity including any benefitting 
business, utility provider, or other third-party entity that is receiving assistance, directly or indirectly, under a contract or award from 
the City pursuant to a HUD-funded activity or program, or that is required to complete some or all work under the contract that might 
potentially receive benefit s from Lansing from the HUD-funded activity or contract. 

(b) Conflicts Prohibited. Except for the use of HUD funds to pay salaries and other rel ated administrative or personnel costs as allowable, 
the general rule is that no persons described in paragraph (c) of this section who exercise or have exercised any functions or 
responsibilities with respect to HUD supported activities, or who are in a position to participate in a decision making process or to 
gain inside and /or confidential information with regard to such activities, may obt an a financial interest or benefit from a HUD assisted 
activity, or have a financial interest in any contract, subcontract, or agreement with respect to a HUD assisted activity, or with respect 
to the proceeds of the HUD assisted activity, eit her for themselves or those with who they have family or business ties and/or 
associations, during their tenure or for one year thereafter. 

(c) Persons Covered. The conflict-of-interest provisions of paragraph (b) of this section apply to any person who is an employee, agent, 
consultant, officer, or elected official or appointed official of the recipient, or of any designated public agencies, or subrecipients 
wich are receiving HUD funds. This Ordinance shall also apply to: City employees and/or their family members; to City oversight 
boards; subrecipients of grants and funding; and organizations that request assistance in the form of grants, payments, or loans 
funded by HUD and administered by the City; or other activities funded by HUD and administered through City programs. 

291.02. Scope and application of this policy. 

As per 24CFR 570.611 (CDBG) this Ordinance shall apply in the procurement of supplies, equipment, construction, and services by 
the City and its subrecipients, subgrantees and subawardees. As per 24 CFR 92.356 (HOME) this Ordinance shall apply in the procurement of 
property and services by the City (the Participating Jurisdiction), its subrecipients and developers. This Ordinance also applies to the 
procurement of goods and services under Emergency Service Grants (24CFR576.404). 

In the administration and potential award of HUD funds for employees and for subrecipients, the following conflict of interest provisions shall 
apply: 

No employee, officer, agent, consultant, or elected/appointed official of the recipient City, or of any designated public agencies, or of 
subrecipients that are receiving funds under any of the HUD-funded grant programs cited in this Ordinance may participate in the selection, 
award, or admiristration of a contract or grant supported by a Federal HUD award if he or she has areal or apparent conflict of interest. Such 
a conflict of interest would arise wren the employee, officer, or agent, any member of his or her immediate family, or an organization which 
employs or is about to employ any of the parties indicated herein, has a financial or other interest in or a tangible personal benefit from a firm 
considered for a contract or grant. The officers, employees, and agents of the non-Federal entity may neither solicit nor accept gratuities, 
favors, or anything of monetary value from contract ors or parties to subcontractors or parties to subcontracts in connection with any of the 
programs cited in this Ordinance. 

Exceptions to any of the provisions of this Ordinance can only be permitted by HUD. 

291.03. Process. 

Disclosure of a potential conflict of interest must be made by a City Employee, Oversight Board Member, or potential subrecipient of 
HUD funding before the commencement of the administration, or application for, any HUD funding whatsoever by such persons or entities or 
before an employee gains any financial interest in any project or contract to be assisted with HUD funds. Disclosure shall be made on the 
Statement of Financial Interest and Personal Interest Form described in Chapter 290.08 and shall apply to those persons covered by Chapter 
291.04(c). The Statement of Financial Interest and Person Interest form shall be filed with the City Clerk who shall transmit to the City Finance 
Director and the City Attorney. In addition, The Finance Depart ment and the Human Resources Department shall review each potential award, 
grant or contract utilizing HUD funds of any nature, including a re vie wof: any filed Statement of Personal Interest and Financial Interest Forms; 
Verification of legal status, including Articles, Bylaws, Annual Report s; Business Filings; and Officer/Direct or filings with regulatory agencies 
for potential conflicts of interest. A current Board roster signed by the Board Chair shall accompany all non-profit submissions and shall be 
compared with current public documents on file with the applicable regulatory agency. 

291.04. Penalties. 

A violation of any provision of this Ordinance shall constitute a misdemeanor and subject the offender to a $500 fine and/or 90 days 

imprisonment.
